tho modeſtly to conceal themſelves, under 
a pleaſant taciturnity. Whoſe generous 
protettion of Hermetick Philoſophy 
has amuz'd, and aſtoniſh'd moſt part 
of the World; ſince to breath forth in 
this, as in former Ages, Myſterium 
Magnum. 

Rabbi Moſes was « Student iz this bleſ- 
ſed Science ; and fo was his Siſter, the 
fair Mirian : Medea azd Experience 
tutilaged them both. And Moles ne 

"4.501 read was morally eaucated in all the Skill 
"tg and K nowleag of the Egyptians ; thank 
Ip Hermes for that, formerly King of E- 
gypt, ard intituled by the Magi, Prince 
of Philoſophers. Who alſo laid the Ru- 
diments, and Foundation of Science, ſe- 
veral Generations before Moſes was born, 
and yet notwithſtanding the Antiquity of 
Hermes, Moles wa: i»ſpired by a divine

permiſſion, to talk with God in the Holy 
Mount Horeb. 

Job alſo that famous,and moſt accurate 
Mathematician ; whoſe Library was the 
Firmament, and every Star an Author, 
whereby he mentally inſpefted the Orbs ; 
conſequently the Conſtellations, and Ma- 
chine of the Creation. And who perſonal. 
ly difcourfed hu Creator, as aid Moles ; 
but confuſed, and aſtoniſhed, as appears 
by his Writings. 
| &9 Paul, that devout, anadivine Apo- 
ſtle, taught only of God, and bred up by 
Gamaliel; he exceeded in Rhetorical 
Learning and Kpowleds ; Who alſo had 
a Glance and a Viſton of Heaven, as ap- 
pears by thoſe elegant, and moſt excellent 
Epiſtles, Exhortatory to the Romans ; 
when to the Corinthians, moſt profoundly 
Philoſophical. 

And ſuch were the Lives of the Holy 
Men of God, which piouſly to trace, what 
zs it other than a heavenly Progreſih. And 


the Soul that inhabits in this mortal T a- 


. bernacle, any other than the correſpondent 
God himſelf converſeth; which in Clarity 
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T he Preface 


«diſplays [uch a veantions Brightneſs, from 
the ſoveraign Beams of the Son of God, 
that divinely ſhining in the inward parts, 
tnfluenceth the Altar , and beantifies the 
1 emple. 

T he Soul therefore, conld fhe but con- 
tent her ſelf with divine ſpecu'ation of 
Ideas only, what need ſhe travel beyond the 
Map ?

Whoſe 
Aſſertors, too confident of the Principles 
of Tradition, labour not to underſtand 
what others Jpect : but to make others 
ſpeak what they themſelves underſtand. 
For it is in Nature as appears in Religt- 
on; ſome are ſtill hammering and fa- 
ſhioning of old Elements, but ſeek not 
the Eutopia ' hat lies beyond them.

| For the Body no ſooner diſmantles 
it ſelf of the exteriour Form, and Ele- 
mentary Fztor, when the 1ndiviſibilt- 
ty of the more purer Parts begin at 
once to diſplay themſelves : for the 
Treaſures of Life are nfoit ftriftly 
lock'd up, and which alio begins tv 
perſpire and breath forth by the glo- 
r10us Ray of God's Soveraign Power ;

Royal Entertainment ? 

There is therefore not only the like- 
neſs of Superiours ; but the lame Ver- 
rue, Beauty, and Excellency allo in In- 
feriours : Chriſt iz you the hope of Glory. 
This 15 that Magnet of Vertue and Swa- 
vity, whole illuſtrious Ray attracts 
the Soul to thoſe tranſcendent Manſi- 
ons of Beatitude and Immortallity ; 
For the Kjngs Daughter is all glorious 
within, becauſe made glorious by the 
King of Heaven ; where note, by way 
of Digreſſion, when to admit of a 


| faint compariſon ; the Azima, or Sul- 


phur of Sols beauteous inſide, when 
duely examined by a ſedulous Adept, 
a Celeſtizl Corporiety diſplays it ſelf, 
whole glorious appearance gratifies 
the ſolicitous with Wildoms Oracle, 
and the Treaſures of Art, by every one 
acquirable, and by moſt admured. 

But the Ho:1 or Chaos preſents un- 


to us a {abject matter as yer indigeſt- 


ed, when mecerated, mingled, orjum- 
bled together ; and ſuch we are to con- 


C2 ſider 
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ſider it in the Act of Fermentation ; 
when nothing but darkneſs had its Re- 
g10N 1n the Deep, nor did any thing 
appear upon the Face of the Waters, 
until Darkneſs by the Divineſt was ut- 
terly ſeparated by the glorious Beam of 
'the Majeſty of Light ; for till then the 
Stars rolPd not in their Orbs, nor did 
the FluCtuating Ocean move its Vital 
Pulſe, till atuated by the Law of its 
Soveraign Maker, which daily remon- 
ſtrates the Flux of the Ocean. Nor till 
then did the Earth, nor the Barren 
Mountains know any thing of the Law 
of Life, and Vegetation. Nor was 
there any Prolifick Vertue, or propa- 
gating Quality hitherto as yet 1ncor- 
poratec into them ; when at once the 
Fountains of the great Deeps broke up, 
Out of whoſe exuberant and miraculous 
Womb, not only thoſe innumerable 
and inexhauſtible Treaſures, as the 
Principles, and Elements, bur alſo 
whatever befides them was made v1- 
fible, was by Wiſdom drawn forth 
out of this immenſe Deep: And to 
what- 
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whatever had Senſe by Life and Mo- 
tion, Nature by Ordination gave 1t a 
beginning ; bur Light and Life ſhe had 
not power 'to give; for that ſprung. 
ſpontaneouſly from the Divine Fre ; 
which great work with the great Crea- 
tor took up but ſeven days, tho ſeven 
times ſevenis adjudged too little ; nay, 
had I ſaid Months, are ſuppoſed little 
enough, if when attempting to com- 
pleat a Philolophick Operation. 

So that now the Darkneſs becauſe 
diſappearing, the glorious and beauti- 
tul Ray of Light ſuddenly and at once 
1avades.all the Univerſe ; for aſter Se- 
paration by Divine Ordination, every 
individual as to Vertue and Purity 1 
its innate Quality aroſe up from obſcus- 
rity: And becauſe relinquiſhing its 
Earthy fecula, elevated itſelf according 
to Dignity, correſpondent alſo with 
the Purity of Matter.

| began to ferment, which the Vulgar un- 
der{tand not ; for ſhould they be ſepa- 
rated, purified, and reconjoyned, a 
new Creation would inevitably enſue 
in the Microco/mz, or the little World ; 
as by Drvine Appointment it never 
ceaſes daily to influence and operate 
in the Macrocoſm. 

From whence al: Celeſtials appear 
immortal ; moit fiery, luminous, fubrile 
and bright ; and by the Divineſt made 
diſtant, and remote, were ſeparated 
from all impure and immund dregs : 
and becaule excavated into Rotundity, 
they elevated themſelves, and flew up 
at once; for which caule alſo Nature 
of her ſelf defires a round form for 
things Eternal, as being moſt pertect, 
permanent, and indeficient. 


Gn the contrary, it follows, that 
Terreſtial 
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Terreſtial things are ſubject to corrup- 
tion, mutation and death ; becaute 
contrarieties are joyned 1n their ele- 
mentary Compoſition; and where- 
with the dreggs, and 1mpurittes of 
matter were mixed, as at firſt with 
what was impure; otherwiſe. the 
roduce that had proceeded from 
them, would have been beyond diſ- 
pute Subjects immortal. Nor could 
there ever have been any Generation ; 
for without contrariety of qualitics 1n 
Elements, there had never been alte-_ 
ration, nor mutation of form; and all 
would have had but one Face without 
diſtinction, remaining equally 1n pu- 
rity and ſubtilty: And tho cloathed 
with 1ts own Ornament of Beauty and 
Swavilty ; yet wanting matter where- 
on to impreſs formation, would be- 
come deficient, indigent, and deſtitute 
of Creation. 
It was neceſſary thereſore to mix 
' ſubrilty of ſubſtance with the groſs 
\ and impure fecula of matter ; for 


where nothing but Clarity and Purity 
C4 remains, 
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remains, there of neceſſity can be no 
Action; and where no Ation is, 
there can be no Patient, ſeeing what 1s 
pure wants att of Power over that 
alſo which 1s as pure ; and this End 
and Operation 1s Natures Work of Se- 
paration for preſervation of its Eflence, 
and Vital Encreaſe ; For if the Earth 
and her Fruits were as pure as the Hea- 
vens, all Animals would live as long 

as Celeſtial Incholaſts. 7 
Burt Nature by the Divineſt has or- 
dained a Law, that whatever partakes 
of Matter, or Corporicty, ſhould dwell 
about that, which 1s alſo Corporal ; 
and that which 15 moſt corruptible and 
1nquinate,about that which 1sallſo likeſt 
unto it: but the Earth, as ſubordinate, 
145 the moſt precipitant of Bodies ; con- 
ſequently moſt grofs, and of all things | 
moſt corruptible : nothing therefore 
can proceed, or be deducible from 1t, 
but what 1s naturally moſt agreeable 
unto it ; wherefore its Corruption, Sor- 
dities and Impurities muſt alſo be rari- 
ied by progreſs of Separation. When |

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therefore its more pure Subſtance js ex> 
tracted, and exalted by a true and 
Magnetick Philoſophical Medium ; Na- 
ture of neceſlity begins there all her 
AQions, and in ſeparation all is found. 

4nd the Spirit of God moving upon the 
Face of the Waters, was by Iucubari- 
on (or ſupream Act of Power) by the

And thus the Angel Gabriel ſalutes 
the Bleſſed Virgin wt Hail Mary, full 
of Grace, God «with thee, the glory of 
Females. Now this Virgin was a Na- 
tive and true 1/rae/;te, and had not hi- 
therto known her Husband ; which 
Virgin concezves by the Holy Ghot, 
and was a Miraculous and a Spiritual 
Birth; ſothat we may conſider, there's 
nothing impollible with God the Crea.- 
tor that made the World ; when in 
love toincarnate himſelf to redeem it. 

And Moſes he tells you, That wher

{ſpring up, and amounting aloft, fill 
the Univerſe with Splendor ? So that 
now the Creation became altogether 
vilible, and every concealed Treaſure 
that lay hid therein, expoſed it ſelf un- 
ro Occular view ; whereby to diſcover 
the Chaos commaſerated, and Water 
and Earth by previous digeſtion (with- 
out contention, or {trong ebullitions) 
began of themlelves diſtinctly to ſfepa- 
rate ; and the Earth as rejected to pre- 
Cipitate downwards, by reaſon of its 
Gravity, and folid Ponderofity ; ſo 
that theſe two Elements were only 
made viſible, but the Fire and the Air, 
they fled our {ight, which by reaſon 
of Purity became alſo inviſible ; whoſe 
Sublime Bodies by the Creators Will, 
elevated themſelves to influence the 
Earth, whereby to impregnate it with 
Prolifhick Vertue. 
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This was, and 1s that beautiful Or- 
der, wherein the Divineſt fo divinely 
placed things, when the Earth as an 
Embrio lav hid, and concealed 1n the 
Exuberant Womb of the unweildy 
Waters: And this 1s that great and 
{tupendious work of Separation , 
which Act or Operation was fit only 
for God, who icparated the Light from 
the miſts of Darkneſs ; which glorious 


Operation the Prophet Moſes points at, 


as a thing principally to be minded and 
conlidered, if provided any one would 
imitate the Creator, when in the be- 
g1nnng he created the Univerſe ; but 
the end of the Creation ſtands ſtil] 1n 
the Ternary, of which, more at large 
1N 1ts proper place. 

Chriſt therefore 1s our Soveraign 
and our Saving Light, that compre- 
hends the Darkneſs, yet the Darkneſs 
knows him not, whoſe beauteous 
brightneſs illuminates the World, and 
15 that Glory and Majeſty of Light that 
was from God, that never had begin- 


ning, which Incomprehenfible Light 
ſhined 


.- andis the true Eſſential Word of God, 


Rabbi Moſes. 25 


ſhined before the beginning to illumi- 
nate the Throne of the Majeſty of God, 


and the Word is God, the Wildom of 
the Father, as is manifeſted to us by 
Moſes and the Prophets. 

Bur the created Luminaries, as Sun, 
Moon, and Stars, theſe are but Ele- 
mentary, ſubject therefore to corrup- 
tion, when God ſhall pleaſe to extin- 
guiſh cheir Light, by withdrawing the- 
Beauteous Ray of himſelf ; and as the 
Light of the Sun is the Beauty of the 
LR how much more beautiful 

the Son of God, the All-glorious 
i of the Majeſty of God ? The 
Created World therefore was made to 
diſcover viſible Objeas, and things 
Corporeal; but the Increated and moſt 
Sovereign Being, to make obvious to 
us things Invilible ; the Natural, to1n- 
ipect both Elements and Principles; 
_ rhe Supernatural, to reveal the Glo- 
ry of the Father, in the Face and Ful- 
neſs of Jeſus Chriſt. 

And God [aw the Light, and behold it 
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was good; the conſequence follows, 
for God he made it, ad God divided the 
Light from the Darkneſs, as by his Wiſ- 
dom the Day trom the Night : Sepa- 
ration therefore from adult impurity, 
makes it Sublime, Immaculate, and 
Pure : So Divine out of a Moral, and a 
Celeltial out of a Terreſtrial State, ISA 
tran{mutation by the Grace of God ; 
for if nothing that's impure can ſub- 
fiſt in his preſence, whatever comes 
there muſt be ſpiritually pure: and 
fuch are Inviſibles ſeparated from Ele- 
ments, the Waters above the Firma- 
ment of a pure Nature, exiſtent with 
Life, but the Waters beneath, Elemen- 
tary and Fluctuating : The Univer- 
{al Spirit therefore inſpiring Life and 
Motion, the whole Creation began tO 
breath, and bud forth. 

And God after ſeparation of the 
Light from the Darkneſs, of the pure 
and ſublime from that that's 10quinate, 
of Heaven from Earth, of the Waters 
from the Waters, of the Tranſlucid 


and Diaphanous Bodies from Yonge.

| Hle Recrements, and Sordid Impurr 
ties: Then was there a Noble and Dt- 
vine Separation, becauſe when to raiſe 
an immortal Seed out of rhe Principles 
and Rudiments of Elements. And 
ſuch alſo is the Regenerate ſtate 1n Man, . 
when born of the Royal Seed from 
Heaven ; for Fleſh and Blood, becauſe 
Tranſient and Elementary, are 1n- 
conliſtent with the Eternity of God, 
' Uuncapable therefore to inherit the 
* Kingdom: This 1s that Divine and 
| Heavenly Tranſmutation, by which 
Chriſt Jeſus, the Wiſdom of the Fa- 
ther, with ore regal grain tranſ{mutes 
our Nature, and our Mortal Bodltes, 1n- 
toanImmortal State; and is that Elzx:y 
of Life and Vertue that defends it for 
ever from torture and deſtruction, and 
eternally delivers it from the periods 
of Death. 

But ſome will object, What Body 1s 
this? And Paul ſolves the Doubt by a

Burt Darkneſs 1s the Umbra, or pro-

As pure Religion therefore 15s ſuch in 
it ſelf as 1t pleads Precedency long be- 
fore Error ; conſequently 1t's a bright 
and molt illuſtrious Taper that airects 
to the ſtandard of Divine Truth, in 
whole Frontiſpiece Devotion diſplays 
Chriſtianity, and which truly 1s rhe 
moſt Eminent, and Divine Encom:- 
4194 that ever was attributed to Men, 
as Mortals, and is in a Scriptural ſenſe 
the new way of Conquering, becauie 
through Chriſt we are more than Con- 
querours, and fight in this Field with- 
out Carnal Weapons; for no Gladiators 
arm hereto Combat, nor1s there any 
Banner but rhe Croſs of Chriſt, and 
whoſe Enemies are Abaddon, and the 
Hierarchy of Hell ; and whole Engins 
are Sin, and the Toils of Death, endea- 
youring therewith to obſtruct our pal- 
ſage,

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ſage, when attempting the triumphant 
Toys of Heaven. | 
But a Nominal Chriſtian (with grief | 
I ſpeak 1t) which {ignifies no more than |} 
a tormal Profeſſor, if when wanting 
the Vital Power of the living Act of 
Faith, ſuch a profeſſion makes no 
Man a Chriſtian any more than read- 
ing the Alcharoy compleats a Saint; 
| nor 15 every Profeſlor a true Miniſter 
of God, except of God ordain'd to | 
preach : For the Goſpel is free, and the | 
love of God free, and it was the free | 
AXtt of Chriſt to give himſelf freely for 
the Sins of the World. Chriſts Re- 
demption therefore was a free AQ of 
Grace, to blot out Sin, and uſher 1n 
Repentance; and all that's required 
for ſogreata ſuffering, 1s only confor- 
mity toa Holy Lite, and ſanCtified O- 
bedience to that Living Power, in 
whom the fulneſs of the Godhead 
dwells: He therefore that prays, and 
pays not his Oriſons to this great Ora- 
cle the Witdom of the Father, ſtands 
{tt!] ind-bted for his Life and FE, 
an 
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and proclaims himſelf an Alien to the 
Court of $70n, as alloa Stranger to the 
ew Jeruſalem. 

Now 1n oppolition to Light ſtands 
chis formidable Darknels, a Figure of 
a Creature that was found folded up 
after the Divine Act and force of Sepa- 
ration ; not 4mproper therefore to in- 
title 1t Darkneſs, {ince ſeparable from 
the beauteous Beam of Light : and 
{auch 1s Sin, and ſuch alſo is Death, 
ſince by Adam's Tranſgreſſion, who 
conſenting to Sin, violated Gods Di- 
vine and Regal 'Þ ommand, ſo wounded 
himſelf with his own Sting. Death 
and Sin therefore, Yaz Helmont calls 
Accidents, or ſome 1 impious malignity 

that lurk'd about the matter, whereby 
to leſſen Light, and abſcond or ecclipſe 
Its beautiful Luſtre; which when re- 
moved by the Divine Grace of God, 
the Body then ſeems to appear Celeſti- 
al: Nor can it be otherwiſe, ſince if 
when to conſider there's no difference, 
nor diſtinction betwixt Heaven and 
Earth, ſave Clarity of the one, and Im-

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purity of the other : and this is a State 
we daily diſcourſe of, nay, we hourly 


with for't, and long toenjoy it; yet {0 


great 15 our Zeal to theſe ambiguous 
uncertainties, that we dare not tru 
Our ſelves to entertain 1t. | 
And - becauſe ſo adhering to the 
World, and its allurements (kind an- 
ſwering kind) whole Luſcious Breaft 
ſeems {weet and pleaſant, and whoſe 


ſurprizing Charms luxuriouſly fatia- 


ting, we gulp down Avarice, and 
drink down Oppreſſion : fo like Dana 
with the Epheſians, cry, Gaim ts ſweet ; 
thus taintine our ſelves, heccme infeCtt-

ous to others ; for a ſtinking Breath, 


tho loathſome to the Company, yet is 
it to it felf a natural perfume; fo Sin 
and Impiety in 1ts habitual dreſs, tho 


vely, ſeems amiable ; and tho fer, 


{mells fragrant, and knows no impedi- 


ment. Thus Pau! by Faith fought 


with Beaſts at Epheſus ; and Philan- 
thropus with Moniters 1n the Defſarts of 

Amt rica. 
*Fis true, and as true as the Sun's 
the

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the great Luminary, whoſe luminous 
Body illuſtrates the Creation ; yet 1s 
not the Sun that Soveraign Light that 
adorned the Throne before the Creati- 
on, when the Divineſt ſaid, Left there 
be Lizht, and immediately the Light of 
it ſelt ſprung up ; which Light by his 
Wiſdom he called Day, and dignihed 
it alſo with the Title of Good; nor 
could it be otherwiſe than good 1n the 
Abſtract, ſince the Divaneſt had called 
it Good, and becauſe proceeding trom 
the Fountain of Good, its Original can 
be no leſs than God. 

Now the Day had its Original, as 
has the Sun its Aurora; and the Sun, 
tho the Major Luminary of the Uni- 
verle, whoſe refulgent Ray illuſtrates 
the Creation, by Rapidity Circulating 
and Patrolling abour it ; yet is 1t by 
Wiſdom and the Guidance uf God ano- 
ther Aurora of the increated Light, 
which never ceaſeth 1nvitibly ro ſhane, 
when the Sun withdraws from our 0c- 
cular view, as imaginarily ſuppoſed to- 
wards the Weſtern Fountains, ">

and by how much our Nature is made 
more ſpirituous, by ſo much are we 
nearer to the Nature of God. And as 
the Sun ſhines naturally more bright 
and diſtinctly, more pure than our Cu- 
hnary Fires; how infinitely brighter, 
and much more pure 15s the Majeſty of 
that Light that inviſibly 1hines from 
the Son of God : But our new Philoſo- 
phers (or Erra Paters) are much of 
the Caſt with Figure-flingers, that pre- 
ſume to ſtep into the Prerogative of 
Prophets, and antedate events in Con- 
figurations, which is a Conſequence I 
perſwade my elf of as much Reaſon, 
and for ought I know, to as great Sa- 
tisfaction, as to ſee the Auxiliaries draw 


- out and exerciſe, and the SpeCators to 


read their deſigns by their poſtures. 


But I proceed to diſcourſe the Firma- 


ment of Heaven, the Fluctuating O- 
nn

cean allo, and the Waters in the Crea- 
tion, which preſents to our conſlidera» 
tion matter of Admiration, conſe- 
quently a ſuitable Subject for every 
Philolopher, if ſedately to conrem- 
plate their admirable ſeparation, when 
God divided the Waters from the Wa- 
ters, and the Firmament of Heaven 
{tood ſtationary between them ; which 
denotes thoſe rarihed and invitible 
Waters Mofes points at above us, are 
an Act of Faith, becauſe of Inviltbili- 
ty, Whlulſt theſe below us are gemon- 
ſtrable tous: which Argument as for- 
merly confirms our Philoſophy, that 
the likeneſs of that which 1s remotely 
above, 1s alſo beneath, co-inhabi- 
ting below, to work the Miracle of 
one ſingle thing, ſo that the ſame Act 
of Power and Providence that made 
them ſeparable, made rhem alſo 1nv1l1- 
ble, as by the Law of demonſtration 
theſe are made vilible to us. 

But what are theſe Waters, theie 1n- 


viſible Waters, that ſurmounting the 


ther, and b:cauſe above ys perpe- 
tuaily 
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tually fly our fight, whatare they, and 
what were they 1n the Fat of the Crea- 
tion, more than the pure and ſpiritu- 
ous part, icparaies from - impurity 
and all aquolity, whites the pinguous 
moiſt fecala, and incigeited Vapours 
ſtifly adhere to the viſible form, which 
by reaſon of inconcocted crudities and 
1ndigeſtions, when celebrated to 
warmth, lie fermenting in themſelves, 
and are the daily cauſe of Natural Pro- 


duction, animating and cxerting the 


Earth to V cgetation. 
Theſe Inviſible Waters therefore a- 


bove the Firmament, mult of neceſſity 
bea Rarefaition of Air; - and the Fir- 
mament, becauſe intermediating be- 
twixt them, remonltrates 1t Celeſtial, 

and a clarified Earth. Forif toconſult 
the Creation and created Beings, we 
are to conſider themin a two fold Ca- 
pacity ; theViſtbility of the one, and 
the Invifibility of the other ; Elemen- 
tary Bodies, a1:d Bodies Celeſtial ; 

where NOtes ſub] lunar things are influ- 


enced | by Celeitials, as are Celcſtials 
FE, _eoverned 
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governed by ſuper Celeftiats. As the 
Sun in his progreſs, becauſe ruling 
the Day, 1s by Divine appointment 
the Parent of Vegetation. So has the 
Moon her Nocturnal Government , 
whereby the alſo operates the Ocean, 
influencing Fluidity and the Female 
SEX :. Nor are the Stars and Conſtella- 
tions deficient or deſtitute, whereby 
not to effect and influence Inferiors ; 
ſo thar a perpetual motion 1s continu- 
ally mainrained, and a conſtant rotati- 
on perpetually continued, otherwite 
the Compound would admit of decay, 
and a detect in any one part of the 
Creation would inevitably draw on an 
12conveniency 1ipon the whole. 
Thus the great Frame and Fabrick of 
the Creation was ranged into a moſt 
excellent and beautiful order, which 
the Creator forcſaw in the [deaz or pro-. 
ipect; nor reſted he there until the - 
iinal Complement of his Divine Coun- 
ſel and Determinate Purpoſe - And 
then it was that Adam was made, which 
the Divineit created no leſs than a Mo- 
narch, 
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narch, and intruſted by the Creator 


with the Creatures in the Creation, 


inraged Lucifer, that infernal Prince 


to emulate the Dignity of this new Fa- 


vorite, who reflecting on his Ambiti- 
ons that ſo lately dethron'd him, which 
obliged him to forfeit his Regal Pol- 
ſefion, he therefore undermines to 
blow up this Favourite, who tainting 
our Protoplaſt, infects his Poſterity. 
And thus the bright and beautiful 


Morning is ſometimes lullied with a 


louring Sky : For did not the Sun's ear- 


ly blazing ſmiles thine upon Sodozr, and 


her accurſt Inhabitants that ſoon after 
ended in a fatal Tragedy : what muſt 
we call this if not a diſmal Eclipſe ?nay, 
altogether a deprivation of life, ſave 
only to Lor, and his preſerved Family, 
on purpoſe kept alive by the meanes of 
Miracle, when all the reſt were made 
moſt miſerable Morts: Whiles there- 


fore we live here in this Natural State, 


we only reap ſupphes of Aliment from 
Elements: but when we ſhall be dil: 
charged the Manicles of Sin, and re- 
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leaſt from the horrour and amaze- 
ments of Death ; we {hall rhen appear 
under a more ſpirituous form, and 
where we ſhall ſce things as they really 
arein themſelves; by which we may 
know till then we knew nothing : Nor 
are theſe Moral Beings, or Natural Ap- 
prehenſfions any other than ſignitures 
or the deliniated Figure of rhat ſuper- 
excellent Beauty we ſhall ſee here-

_ Faith therefore 1s the evidence of 
things invilible, as is demonſtration 
of viſible things. The Waters above 
the Firmament we have ſuppoſed them 
Celeſtzal, becauſe of Sublimity, Pur1- 
ty, and Rarification, which in the 
oreat and admirable work of this ſtu- 
pendious Separation, the Chaos no 
| ſooner felt the Examen of Heat, but 
Water began immediately to operate, 
and preſently became convertible into 
Air, and this I call Atherial Rarifica- 
zioz, by reaſon its not only ſeparated 
from Aquaſity, but apparently be- 
comes to the World inviſible. 

Why. not then by the ſame Argu- 
ment all the Fountains and Aquoducts 
(nay the Ocean it ſelf by the Law of 
Neceſtity evaporate into Air, fince 
minutely it operates without inter- 
miſſion, (this is obvious to every one) 
but the Sours of the Sea yow'll object 15 
ſo deep; her Springs and Suppues 1o 
manifeſtly numerous, that it's almoſt 
impoſſible to exhauſt her Treaſures, 
waereby to render her barren or 1m- 
-” _ poveriſh'd; 
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poveriſh'd ; to that I anſwer, God has 
placed ſuch a Magnet in the very Bow- 
el and Center of the Waters, of that 
attractive and magnetick Vertue, that 
were not the Waters bounded by the 
Law of Limitation, the Earth perad- 
venture would loften and melt ; con- 
ſequently become convertible into 
Water, and for ought I know, reſolve 
at laſt into a moiſt, and a ſoft thin 
Air. 

But God the Creator has placed ſuch 
a Bar be twixt the Viſible and Inviſible 
Waters: He, I ſay,it 1s, that by Wiſdom 
and Providence hung up a Spangled 
Vail or Covering betwixt them, and 
calls it the Firmament,which interſects, 
or divides betwixt Celeſtials and Terreſ- 
tials; yet {o, that a ſympathy and con- 
tinued harmony is by the Divineſt cor- 
reſpondent betwixt them; and the Text 
tells us, that Heaven it ſelf forbears not 
to figh, if at any time the Sinner be 
{adned to mourn ; bur 1Sfilled with A- 
lacrity and Heavenly Joy, even at the 
Converſion of one ſingle Penitent :

tend not to common place upon this | 


Divine Subject, otherwiſe than to eju- 
Cidate the Myſteries of rhe Creation : 
And where Rabbi Mefes has drawn the 
Curtain, I {hall modeſtly by permiſſh- 
on endeavour to withdraw it (provi- 


_ ded it be thought neither Sacriledge 


nor Impiety) ſince to confider behind 
this Myſtical Interpolition the Magz 
have concealed the Sanitum Sanitorum, 
nor Prophane I, when to ſay, The 


Beanty of Holineſs. 


So that we may read, and begin to 


underſtand the Firmament by Inter- 
pretation 1s called Heaven, which 
certainly is the Bafis and Celeſtial Sus» 
perſ{truccure of this moſt admirable 
and -{tunendindious Creation ; tho to 
us and our Anceſtors ſeemingly _ 

ble : 
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ble: wheretore let us reſort to Hea- 
vens great School, where Chriſt him- 
{elf is Dictator and Pilate to conduCct 
us, and chief Rabbz toinſtruCtt us, for 
the Divineſt himſelf will become our 
Interpreter ; ſo that God 1n due time 
will certainly manage us to rhat Sera. 
phick Sociery of Saints and Angels, 
where we ſhall Daily be Divinely 
taught, and by Jeſus Chriſt the Son of 
God made ſo Prophetical and Evangel- 
lically Intelligeable, that the Alphabet 
of Heaven will be the Chriſt-Croſs- 
Row, whiles about theſe Sublunar 
Orbs, our Modern Didaficks and 
Learned Academicks are hourly fo im- 
pinged that they ſore no higher than 
Cuſtom, and Preſident of Profeſt Arts ; 
and if without offence I may freely 
ſpeak it, rather of Litteral than Libe- 
ral SCIence. 

Where note, ſome Anti-Scripturiſt's 
have been lately ſo Prophane as to 1ima- 
gine God like to a Country Mechanick 
that builds up with Stone, and finiſhes 


with Timber, without any Infuſion of 
Life 
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Life and Motion; as if the whole 
Creation was a Creature inanimate, 
when the voluminous World which is 
Gods great Library, 1s filled full of 
Life, Activity, and Motion, which 
Life is Sptrit, and the cauſe of Multi- 
plication, and the natural Production 
_ of all created things, that by Copula- 
_ tion areengendred, or otherwiſe by Pu- 
trefaction have received a new State 
through Fermentation ; all which Pro- 
ductions are manifeſt Arguments of 
Lite and Spirit, as alſo ot Vegetati- 
ON. 
The Texture therefore of this great 
World clearly diſcovers, and deman- 
E {irates 1tSanimation; where the Vilibi- 
þ _ hty of Farth maniteſtly repreſents the 
Impure, Groſs, and Natural Ba{is; and 


it theElemental Waters hecauſe circula- 
lf. ting abour 1t, aſhmilates alſo the Ve- 
h; pal Blood, aCtuating and fermenting in 


every Boay, where the vital Pulſe al- 
10 operates as 1s {een in the admirable 
i/ux and Reflux of the Ocean; and the 
Air oi neceffity the Vehickle for Spirits, 

wherein 
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wherein this vaſt Creature (meaning 
the Creation) breaths inviiibly ; tho 
peradventure not altogether, nor in 
any part inſeniibly, and rtize Interſtel- 
lar Skies, and Atherial Warcrs, the 
Vital Parts; whiles the Sun, wioon, 
and Stars are the animating Spirits, 
and ſuperſenſual Fires that warm the 
Creation. = 

But this kind of Philoſophy will 
puzle the Putationer, as the Primitive 
Truth of the Apoſtles confounded the 
Romans. So Moſes's Philoſophy in the 
Rudiments of the Creation, will be as 
little underſtood as the TraQs of Her- 
mes, the Tiknndiſt's, Cabaliſt's, Calde- 
ans, Epyptians, aud Arabians, 1f when 
to contider the poſlibility of Nature, 
which is impoſſible without ſuperna- 
tural diſcoveries; and ſhould we 0- 
therwiſe conclude than by Divine Au- 
chority, we lick up the Froth of every 
ſottiſh Generation, ſo uſher to poſter1- 
ty that Atheiſtical Opinion calculated 
by Imaginariſt's, that the Creator 
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llept whiles the Chaos of it felf with- 
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our Divine direction tell into this beau- 
eiful Order,as we now behold 1t; which, 

it bur to think ſo 15 a Sin of == 
and an Error ſv enormous never enough 
to be lamented. 

Bur all ſuch Inquietudes we remit 
them to their deſtiny, tince to carry 
fuch, and lo many Furies in their 
own Boſoms whereby to hurry and tor- 
ment themſelves; whoſe unwholſome 
Principlzs, becauſe nautious to them- 
ſelves would {tamp therr 1mprethon 
_ on thoſe thatſuck them in ; {o that one 
would think ſuch Souls mingled with 
Clay, andbecauſe in the limit and cir- 
cumſtance of Time re # ſome mea- 
{ure conhn'd to Earth's ſubJunar mixts, 
and by the World fo ſeverely intangled, 
that like Birds in Limetwigs, the more 
rhey flutter the taiter they hind them- 
"if intaygled ; inl{uch a ſtate I per- 
{wade ry ſelt there's no Divine Specu- 
prey, nor Viſional Faith whereby to 
ſee a e inv;!ble ſtare of things as they 


Rane nbodly, fimply, and purely in 
the mldly es, Of which theſe Viſible Ob- 
jects 
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jects are but Natural Repreſentatives. 
This perſwation directs to me an unre- 
generate ſtate, becauſe when not to 
partake of a Supernatural Birth : the 
_ Soul therefore that's unmerged with 
Sin, Darkneſs conducts it to a diſmal 
deſtiny, deeply ſhadowed under the 
decays of Elements, and 1mpoflible 
without a Miracle to make a flight a- 
bove the World, ſince by innate 1ohe- 
rency ts partaker ot rhe World. 

But the Stars it when to conſider 
them the Almighty's Library, where 
every Star 15 the Volumn of a World, 
| and every World a {ſumptuous Globe, 

d1vinely held in the Hand of its Maker, 
for ſuch they were, and ſuch they are ; 
| not that theſe ſublime and eminent E- 
levations were only made for Mortals 
confuſledly to gaze at ; no, I'me per- 
{waded rather tocxcite and {tir up ad- 
miration, waereby to elevate and 
| quicken our Devotion above ourſelves, 
when to behold ſuch Majeſty fixt 1n 
| the Creation ; for are not theſe Lumi- 
| nous and Niuſtrious Bodies ( which 
we 
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we behold hung up in that great Vor- 
trice of Heaven) Celeſtial Lamps, to 3 
illuminate the Univerſe ; and not on- | 
Iy to illuminate, but animate and ve- | 
getate, 10 in concluſion, influence and 
1mpregnate the Creation. 

?Tis true, that Heaven 1s a Paradiſe 
for Souls, and a Divine Reception for |” 
che Divinity it felf; but not that TI ' 
prophane to term 1t a Habitation, | 
when alluding that Heaven contains | 
the Divinelt, fince Heaven 1s every | 
where where-ever God is, whole Ho- Z 
ly Preſence inſtitutes it Immutable, Im- 
meaſurable, and Eternal like himſelf: ' 
whoſe Nature tran{mutes 1t into his 
own likeneſs, and puts it into ſuch a * 
Divine Capacity, that {or ever its un- 7 
capable of the periods of Death. 
Heaven therefore 1s the Divine Habita- © 
tion of God, and the Light of Heaven ' 
the Divinity of God ; the bleffed Socie- | 
ty there, Saints and Angels; and * 
there it is that the Prophets and Pro- | 
pheioiies, with Apoltles and Evange- 
lifts daily Prophefic ; for there every 

Day * 
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* Day isa daily Sabboth, and Elohim be 
4 twixt the Cherubs ts the Lord Jehs" 
gs vah. 
But the Evening and the Morning 
4 were the ſecond Day, fo that twenty 
2 four Hours, nor more nor leſs, do-but 
* compleat a Natural Day ; whea as the 
2 whole Tract of Time in its Natural 
'' Progreſs, appears to me but one Day 
\- Super-natural, of which our Ance- 
: ftors, as alſo our ſelves from Sacred 
* Authority had theſe Divine Speculatt- 
*  ons:: ſo that if to conſtder that two 
Days natural could operate ſuch a 
change in the great Creation ; we 
may rationally conclude, and as mo- 
deſtly determine the reſidue an Argu- 
ment to evince the Generations : For 
could I but ſeriouſly point out to the 
- Creature the Blefled Creators my ttical 
| Operation (which 1s altogether impol- 
| ſible) I might then peradventure 
prove an Inſtrument to ſome whereby 
to moderate and diſintangle Paflion, 
: purſuant only after periſhing Objects, 
| and for ougat I know, blot out the 
. Prejudice 
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Prejudice and Animolity of others, 
meaning ſuch as ſeditiouſly ſow Dilcen- | 
tion among the Brethren, endeavou- | 
ring thereby to reap the fruits of their | 
own conjectural Imaginations ; which 
to do, but undoes one another, by vio- 
lating the Sacred Laws of God, as that 
allo of Nature, and of true Religion, 
fince the Scriptures by a Divine Autho- 
rity require that every one examine | 
bimſelt, and ſeriouſly and ſedately ftu- 
dy a Reformarion. 
| "Then werethe Waters bencath the } 
Heaven by Divine Appointment ga- 
thered together ; and thoſe Inviſible 
Waters above the Heavens rallied 
_ themſelves, and ſeparated apart; 
which admirable and wonderful Act 
or Operation occaſioned a trepidation 
all over the Chaos; tor till then the 
Waters intermingled with the Waters, 
and the Elements as Inmates ſpread *' 
themſelves among them, till God in |, 
his Wiſdom ſtirred up the Magzer, and | 
then the Waters immediately attract- | 
cd, foby Colliion broke the Bond of | 
Unity; |} 
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Unity ; for when ſo great a change 
'  happnedinthe whole, of neceſlity eve- 
| ry individual ſeparated apart. _ 
| In which admirable progreſs every 
one had 1ts ſtation, yet was 1t by ap- 
pointment, and the Providence of 
God; ſo that the more ſublime the 
matter was, by ſo much the higher 
It ranged it ſelf, removing more re- 
motely from its own Fxcu/a: when on 
the contrary, toadmiration, the more 
, Gravity it had, by ſo much the cloſer 
' 41t adhered to its Recrement ;. and un 
this Operation the Fire claint'd the Pre- 
cedency ; but next the Fire the Air 
pleaded Succeſſion ; ſo that thele two 
Elements became as it were invilible, 
and which allo by reaſon of a Spiritual: 
lity, adminiſtred only to the Vital patts: 
But Water and Earth, when to con- 
ſider their Corporiety, their Gravity, 
' their Unity, and more Conſubſtantial 
; Parts; and becauſe alſo Synonimous 
{ with the Creature, it cloathed and fed 
| 1twith Prolifick Vertue: for whatever 
| any thing 1s of it ſelf, of the ſame like- 
ee F = 
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neſs it naturally produceth ; and ſuch 
as are the conſtitution of Elements and 
Principles, ſuch alſo are our Native 
and Corporil Conftitutions. 

To conſider things therefore as they 
are in themſelves, we need not to bor- 
row Spectacles from others : for if 
when to conſider the Sun univerſally 
ſhines, notwithſtanding the Blind 
Maa he ſeeth it not : and ſo of Eclipſes, 
tho ſome have ſeen them ; what then, 
their natural Reaſon and Underſtand- 
ing can't reach them, however Credit 
- a great way in the caſe. The 
Blind-man perhaps he ſwallows a Fly, 
and if he do and feel it not, what pre- 
judice 1s there init, when a Fly 1n the 
Glaſs to him that hath Eyes, is not on- | 
Iy difturb'd, but in ſome meaſure ter- 
rified, becauſe fearing to ſurfeit if not 
to ſutfocate. CircumſpeCction there- 
fore, and the Vertue of Temperance 
circumſcribe to us the Mediums for 
long Lite, when excels of any thing o- 


\ 


verthrows the whole, and would even_ 


do ſo to this ſtupendious Creation, 
{hould 
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ſhould it in any thing exceed with in- 
remperance 

The Vertue therefore; and the Of- 
fice of Water 1s to cleanſe, ro moitten, 
to mollifie, and diſſolve ; to waſh alſo 
and purihe the the outfide. And this 
peradventure was John Baptifts Ordi= 
nance, when only to blot out the Cha- 
raCter of Circumciſion, which indeed 
was then prevalent among the Jews 
till the Baptiſm of Jeſus, of more Ener- 
gy and Vertue took place to purge out 
Sin by Internal Purification, and which 
alſo is that Baptiſm of the Holy Ghoſt 
which Fohz proclain'd was the Bap« 
tiſm of Fire ; ſo that theſe two Ordi- 
nances and Divine Operations were 


vaſtly different, and diſtin from 


one another, for the one only waſhes, 
but the other purifies ; the firſt to 
bruſh off the outward deilements ; 
bur che latter to blot out Internal Pol- 
lurion. Conſider it therefore, you 
Chriſtian Profeflors, and live not by 
Profeſſion, but the life of Chriftiant

And the Divineſt ſaid, Let the dry 
Laid appear ; which was no ſooner 
ſaid but it immediately appeared. 
Now dry Land which is the ſolid and 
fix*d part of the Creation : all Inter- 
preters agree that ns literally Earth ; 
and properly 1s ſuch, and generally ſo 
received, as 1s by Expolitors and others 
concluded. And this dry Earth I have 
alſo conſidered was that only which 
was left after ſeparation of the Ele- 
ments : to which alſo was added the 
dignity of an Element; and becauſe 
ranged and ſuperſcribed in the fourth 
Claſis of the Macrocoſm, is contirm'd 
the moſt ſolid, and moſt fx'd part of 
the whole,  concentring it ſclt upon its 
own proper Baſis, and impending on 
nothing by a Divine Ordination, bur 
1ts own equal Poize and the Wil of 

God; ſo that neither upwards nor 
downwards, Extention nor Demenlion 
can any ways remove, diſplace, or un- 
lodge it; becauſe God through W1l- 
dom has inſpired into it the Magnet of 

Fixation, Gravity, and Station which 

contirms 
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confirms it a central and fixt reſidence, 
and the Waters to rowl perpetually a- 
bout it. The Air alſo to incircle and 
ſurround it ; and the Fire above all to 
ſurmount above it, yet every of. them 
15 reſtricted by Providence, within the 
Circular Globe or Firmament of Hea- 
ven. . But where are we now, got a- 
bove the Elements ? no probably, but 
as far as our Eyes will carry us;. no 
mortal ſees farther. 

Our Baſis I perceive then will be un- 
deritood the Earth, and Earth and 
Water compleat but one Globe; fo 
that of the whole, and vilible appea- 
rance, here ſeems to remain. but one 
moity left: and. the rather to confirm 
it, 1:'s obvious to every one, that the 
Firmament of Heaven interſects. be- 
twixt them ; for the Elements of. Fire 
and Air diſappearing, . they become 1n- 
viſible; ſo that what remains now fave 


_ only Earth and Water, which are Sub- 


jets moſt ſolid and viſible to us: Not 


that I impoſe this Doctrine upon any 
— Man, 
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Man, nor doI offer itas a noval of my 
own: ſince therefore of it ſelf it is 10 
demonſtrable, ler ir carry 1ts evidence 
itn the Fronriſpiece of Time. , 

. Earth therefore and Water are con- 
ftipated Corelates, as bitherto we have 
obſerved them viſible Elements ; and 
the difference betwixt them 1s eaſily 
reconcileable, when to conlider the 
Gravity of the one and Fluidity of the 
other ; yet both impregnated with Vi- 
tal Faculties, and to each 1s ſuper ad- 
ded a Prolitick Vertue : and becauſe 
daily influenced by Stars and Planets, 
are by the Divineſt inſpired with Life 
and Vegetation. Bur Earth is the 
Nurſe and Supply of Elements,as is Wa- 
ter the Siſter and the Mother of Earth : 
and becaufe both filled with Vertual 
Produ&tion, they fail not to ſend forth 
their daily encreaſe ; whoſe Prolifick 
Breaſts minutely fprung up, naturally 
replenifhed to fupply the Uaiverſe. 


But I muſt caution my ſelf what I ſay 


now, leaſt peradventure there are 
it _ ſome 
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ſome will decry any Hypotheſis; and 
what if they do, I matter not :much, 
ſince to leave behind me Profelites &> 
nough after my Death to aſſert ang 
maintain, 3 


That the World had 2 beginning, 
this 15 undeniable. 


That Time ſprung from Eternity, 
this isalſo indiſputable. 


That Generation ſucceeded Time, 
this 1s beyond all diſpute unqueſtiona- 
ble. | | 


And that Generation terminates 10 
Death, 1s altogether infallible. 


That the Elements and Principles 
were lodg'd in the great Maſs of the

Chaos, 1s true. 


That Fire becauſe of its Dignity ſu- 


perceeded the reſt, 1s moſt true.

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- And that Air becauſe of its purity 
climb'd up after the Fire, is certainly 
as true: leaving the Waters rolling 
foo and fro, fluctuating , incircling , 
and inſpiring the Earth; and the 
Earth as Ceatral to all the reſt, by 
Wiſdom and Providence was concen- 
trate On 1ts Baſis. Now tell me (if 
you pleaſe) what falſe Doctrine's 
here ?:and Tl tell you, that our Mo- 
dern Philoſophers will allow it Ortho- 
dox, as the precedent Generations and 
Philoſophers before them, ſo govern'd 
themſelves as to aſffert and vindicate it. 
So that as I del1gn no Captivity by my 
Diſcourſe, nor intend I any Conqueſt 
or Trmmph over others ; only the ex- 
erciſe of every Man's Reaſon, compel- 
ling no Man to the dictates of my con- 
clufions : Give me leave therefore, 
ſuch to advife as converſe with Scrip- 
ture, or correſpond with Reaſon, and 
the poſſibility of Nature; ſuch I mean 
as profligate thoſe Fictious Notions of 
Heathens, and Infidels, and Atheiſti- 
cal Antiſeripturiſts, whoſe ſuggeſtions 


are 
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are only of an imaginary Being of tharx 
Superlative Being, whole real Eſſence 
is exiſtent in himſelf, oo 
Time, and is the God of Nature. Goa 
bleſſed for ever, | bs: 
And the Earth brought forth Graſs ; 
Here's Natural Production, and this 
Natural ProduCt ſpreading it felf a- 
broad, ina very ſhort progreſs run in- 
ro multiplication ; and becauſe the 
Creator deltinated it to the Creatures 
uſe, it became Nutritious and Salubri- 
ous to them ; conſequently agreeable 
and convertible to their Nature. But 
the Apoſtle tells us, That all Fleſh is 
Graſs ; and as the Graſs fadeth and 
withereth away, fo Fleſh and Blood, 
our daily Morts, prognoſticate them al- 
lo in a ſtate of Corruption ; and in 
proceſs of time to admit of Solution ; 


Every thing therefore that 1s ina ca- 


pacity of being diſſolved, that thing 
molt certainly becomes inviſible ; and 
ſuch a poſture ſtands the whole Crea- 
tion 1n, fince daily to admit of Tran: 


mutation. 
And 
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Ana the Herb yielded Seed, and the 
Fruit-tfee his Seed, and the Roots and 
Fruits alſo, after their kind, which are 
radicated and impregnated in every 
individual; nor are they found in a- 
nother Specie. And Sanraivogtue tells 
us before the ſeparation of Elements, 
that every 1ndividual had then 1n 1t 
ſelf Vertuality but one (ingle primor- 
dial Seed, yet denies not that this pri- 
mordial Seed had the Specimen-Ver- 
tue of all the reſt, vertually and pri- 
marily radicated init. However there 
be ſome that will oppoſe this Dottrine, 
and lead by a perverſe Biaſs, would 
gladly refute it ; but bleſſed is he that 
recerves and believes it; for it 1s a ſe- 
_cret, and the gift of God ſealed up 
from. 1gnorant and obſtinate Men ; 
not only in this, but in every Genera- 
tion. 

Nor can any Man, I perſwade my 
Tfelf, know God in the Abſtra&, except 
otherwiſe by the Work of God in the 
Creation ; which Commiſſions me al- 
ſo to ſay in the Creature as Paul ſays, 

Chriſt 
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Chrif in you the hope of Glory. If 
therefore another Man's knowledge 
profit me nothing except he enforms 


me the Meaſures he knows ; he but 


expoſes my Faith to a rambling ſearch, 
to find out the truth by a dubious Exa- 
mine: How miſerable therefore, and 
much to be lamented is that implicit 
Putationer, whole Zeal truckles un- 
der every form of Religion, and bows 
his Knee to every new model of Con: 
formity. 
Let us therefore hut examine this 


ſtupendious Creation, wherein God 


has made himſelf obvious to the Crea- 
ture, and which ought to be the Study 
of every Enquirer, when becauſe to 
read Lectures in the Stars and Ele- 
ments: The copious Volumns, and 
viſible Folio's of God the Creator, that 
gave them a Being, and are his Ora- 


cles, that by Divine Interpretation are 


made viſible, conſpicuous, and 1n- 
telligible tous; For here we may read, 
that Generation it ſelf preſents unto 
us the Marginal Notes; and com 
an 
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and Species, the Vowels and Conſo- 
 nants, the Mazz of old learnt us to 
ſpell by ; ſo that the Letters and Sylla- 
bles of this bleſſed Alphabet, points 
out unto us the Manuſcript of the Uni- 
verſe ; over which great School, God 
himſelf is chief Rabb:; whole Stu- 
derits and Proſolites are Nature and 
Religion; and their daily Lectures, 
and ſolemn Declamations, the Viltbi- 
lity and 1avilibility of this Voluminous 
Creation, wherein God makes mani- \, 
feſt himſelf in the Creature, which | 
teacheth us to live by the Vertual Act 
of Faith, whereby we may hope, 
what at preſent we cannot enjoy ; ſo 
labour to find out the hidden Myſtery 
of Truth, and the unfrequented Tracts 
of Wiſdom and Experience; which 1s, 
or ought to be the ſtudy of every Man 
born into the World ; more eſpecially 
ro Chriſtans ; For truly to know God 
is to know Life Eternal ; for he that 
knows him but as hes told,I can hardly 
perſwade my ſelf he knows him at all. 


Search well within therefore, perad- 
venture 
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venture thou wilt find him; and if. 
thou look without, there is he alfo to 


be found. So that 1n every thing, and 
in every place, is his Mercy, or his 


Juſtice : where his Power 1salſo, and 


| the Majeſty of his Preſence ; for no- 


thing is, nor can ſubſiſt without him. 
Is not this enough to enamour the 
Creature, whoſe dependance is whol- 
ly upon the Creator ; for it when to 
inſpect Heaven by Divine ſpeculation, 
with confidence we may aſſure our 
{elves, his habitation 1s there: and if 
we dive intothe Center of the Earth; 
there alſo 15 his Inſtrument, by which 
Nature operates. The Superficial parts 
alſo, and the Soil-of Earth ; viſibly, 
and manifeſtly declare his Vegetation : 
and the celeſtial Incholiſts, as Planets, 
and Conſtellations, do not they 1nflu- 
ence this bleſſed Creation. So that 
the whole, and every part thereof de- 
clare him admirable; therefore to be 
admired, till led by admiration to the 
Coroxa of Beatitude, which to the Reli- 
gious {cems a pleaſant —_—— : 
NCC 
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fince the Life of Man is meaſured byt 
a Span. Earth therefore muſt to Earth, 
and Elements to Elements; and all 
compounded mixts ſubmit themſelves 
to ſolution; which properly termi- 
nates in the periods of Death ; bur 
Eternity , ſtands for ever in the pre- 
{ence of Gcd; and 1s therefore moſt 
permarcent, durable, and everlaiting. 

Bur the Earth budded forth, becaule 
Ald with Vegetation ; and every 
Tree, from the Cedar, to the Shrub ; 
{o the Oak, the Alp, the Poplar, and 
the Aſh, had its Seed radicated, and 
inated in its ſelf; Plants and Hzrbs al- 
ſo in due time producted, and vari- 
ouſly muitiplied ro adorn the Creatrn 
and nor ſo only to the praiſe of him 
that made them ; but ro fuſtain , re- 
treſh, and gratifie the Creature: the 
mighty God, the Lord Fehowvah, his 
mighty Arm has wrought this Crea- 
tion; and whoſhall compenſate for {o 
Divine a Work, it when to confider 
that we are but Earth, and our earthy | 
Ornament but the bloſſom of Vegeta- ' 
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tion; and Vegetation itſelf, what is $ 
more, than the anteceſlor, or forerun- 
ner of Mortification ; and Mortificati- 
on whar 1s it but the proſpect of py- 
trefuction, which leads on direQly to 
the priſons of Death. 

_ Every thing therefore that is natu- 
rally produced; reſults, and termi- 
nates un its native, beginnings : For 
whatever thing 1s Elemental, or had 
1nicience from thence ; falls under the 
{ame predicament, and deſtinated: to 
die; whoſe ends becauſe ſliding into 
the pericds of inactivity, partake of 
the common deſtiny of all compound- 
ed mixts, For ſuch are the Elements, 
and all Elementary. Beings, ever fince 
they had a Being, and Birth in the Crea- 
tion : But here to Philoſophize, when 
ducly ſeparated, and afterwards co- 
united ,. and re-conjoyned again ; if 


repreſents the inviſibility viſible tous; 


which then reſulting in an Aſ/irum, or

cauſe I found in a great meaſure im- 
pracible ; andthe latter peradventure 
as \unexperiental. 
This conducted me to ſearch after 
the wiſdome of him that alone 1s the 
Divine Miracle of wonder ; and m 
dailySpeculations were animated with 
diſcovery, when every Signature un- 
folded it ſelf; and every C/4fis brought 
forth a Clavs, wherewith. to unlock 
the Meanders of Nature. Dzaza 1n 
this Vition ſeem'd almoſt unvauled ; 
and every thing naked', 1n its native 
ſimplicity : This repreſents ſomewhat 
an Adamical ſtate, but unſatisfied in 
mind as to theſe diſcoveries, I was led 
to contemplate the Myſteries of the 
Incarnation ; how the Divinity when 
cloathed with Humanity, took not on- 
ly our Nature, but our Infirmities up: 
on him ; and was a bright and ſhi- 
ning Light, illuminating the World, 
and every thing therein, and is that 
Light which ſaveth the World ; that 
ſhines in darkneſs, yet the darkneſs 
knows it not : a Light of that Beauty 
6 that 
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that illuſtrates Eternity, and regene- 
Tates us Plants in the Paradice of God, 
to legitimize us Heirs of the New Je- 
yuſalem: which if duely conſidered, 
here's a proſpect of Life; when at a 
diſtance ſtands hovering the iſſues of 
Death : So that Good, and Evil ſeem 


to ſtand in a Poiz? till Earth be found. 


lite by the counterpoiz of Heaven; 
and here it, was alſo I ſee my ſelf naked, 
walting for a change, for God 1s all. 

This leads me on to a farther con(1- 
ſideration, if when to contemplate 


_ what's more vilible than Earth ; and 


Earth, and Water to compleat but one 
Globe ; whulſt the Air 1s dreſt up with 
the bleſſings of Vegetation, whereby 
to inrich and impregnate the Earth : 


As may beſeen in the very front and 


ſurface of the Soil, {ince dekt, and a- 
dorn'd with {uch beautiful Greens; as 
Ornaments of Superiours, illuſtrating 


 ioferiours: So that the Earth was ſpread 


with prolifick Vertue, and production 
irom thence immediately enſued, by 


diſcovering the prodigious plenty of 


Grals ;

| Graſs; a word large enough to expreſs 
; 1tuniverſal, had not ſome laboured tho? 
to little purpoſe, becauſe when to ſhroud 
it under the denomination of Herbage. 
Graſs therefqre admits of a large ex- 
tenſion, when becauſe to comprehend 
both Animals and Vegetables: and 1s 
peradventure the Original word, not- 
withſtanding the various interpretation 
of Expoſitors, becauſe direCting, it ſelf 
to the level Paul ſpeaks of, as two inter- 

_ ſetting Angles direct to the Centre of 
one and the ſame ſingle gnomen. So 
that we need not to cavil abont the 
word Graſs, where the property of the 
thing 15 ſo wellunderſtood. Herbage 
therefore 1s Graſs, and Paul tells us, 
Fleſh is Graſs : and Graſs by interpreta- 

tion is the moſt univerſal Vegetable. 

Trees and Plants alſo are of the ſame 
Linage, ſave only from a larger ſize of 
more maturated Graſs. Stones, and 
concreſſions allo what muſt we call 
them, 1f not coagulated, and petrefied 
Graſs. So that Graſs in one reſpect 1s 
every thing that Earth vegetates, tho 
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modified after various Formations, and 


Figures; differently dreſt up by the- 


hand of Nature. And becauſe have: 
ing reſpect to time, and place ; by 
ſupplement of Air, and moiſt ſove- 
raign Vapours, cauſeth it to grow, and 
ſpreading lt ſelf on the Superticies of 
Earth, ſpires out into Graſs. Which 
when otherwiſe concealed in ſubter- 
ranean Cavities, grows up into Metals, 
and the race of Minerals. As for Ex- 
ample, have not all Trees their Roots 
in the Earth, when their loaden Boughs 
hang burdned with Fruit. And are 
not all Metalline Roots radicated in 
the Air, when the Centre of the Earth 
is burdened with their Fruits ; what's 
more intelligible. 

Now there 1s but one univerſal Spi- 
Tit in Nature, from whence things O- 
r1ginally have all their ſupplies; and 
the three Clauſes alſo of Animals, Ve- 
race, and Minerals; are they not 

o many Marks, Sigels, and Characters, 


_ which the Creator hasimprinted, and. 
ſtamprt upon them, whereby the Crea- 
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Rabbi Moſes. It « 
ture might read, and know them. But 
Man above all, becauſe Lord of the 
Creation, 1s made moſt intelligible, 
whereby to underſtand then : where- 
fore he calls them by Names, for di- 
ſtintion ; when as the reſt of the Crea- 
tures know them only by inſtin&. And 
this vegetating Spirit has its Seed in its 
lelf, and the Air is pleritifully reple- 
niſhed with it ; which Seeds /catter'd, 
and ſpread about the Univerſe, furniſheth 
the Creatures in all parts of the Creation. 

The Americans can tell you that. 
Trees grew naturally where the Native 
\ 1ndians never had a being; and were 
it not for Exropes agriculture, and 1n- 
. duſtry ; her florid Fields, and flouriſh- 
| ing Paſtures, would ſoori feel the fatal 
| ſtrokeof diſorder ; ſo become Forreſts, 
' and barren Deſarts, fit only for beaſtial; 
and ſalvage inhabitafits. For God ne- 
« ver made nor ſent any thing into the 
: World that was either indigent, de- 
| feltive, or imperfect; every Creature, 
; nay, the Plants themſelves were fur- 
7 ited with prolifick, and ſeminal que- 
, Gy Ithcations 5 
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lifications ; ſterility was a thing utter- 
ly unknown, till Aifhetlience dilinheri- 
red our royal Protoplaſt; which had for 
ever {ſo remained to the periods of time, 
had not the Croſs obliterated the Curle. 

Our Anceſtours oft laboured to ſtrike 
out the Eyeſore, which the ſucceed- 
ing Generaticns have thought no 1m- 
pediment, becauſe to ſtudy new Modes 
of Sinning, whereby toimprove 1mpie- 
ty by conſent; which has rarely ceal- _ 
ed to follow every Generation, as na- 
turally (in my opinion) as Ruſt attends 
Copper ; fretting, and corroding rhe 
natural Body, till time, and other co- 
modes blot out its Character ; ſo per- 
mits the compound to ſlide into A- 
tomes, and yield it ſelf Captive to the 
Priſons of Death ; waiting from the 
Artiſt a Reſurrection. But fuch Bodies 
as theſe we call imperfect, becauſe of 
a Leproſie 1impendent on them ; when 
as indeed there are other dignified Bo-' 
dies, that fear not to die, becauſe unca- 
_—_ of Death: whole peluced 477-4 


zke Stars 1n the Firmament, make glad 
the 
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the Adepri, and ſolicitous in Art. 
In the next place, I purpoſe to ſpeak 
ſomething of Light ; and ſince Light 
by the Text .is the Oracle of God, it 
was by his Wiſdome apparently made 
manifeſt, when undreſſing the Holl 
of this beauteous Creation ; which 
Light alſo leapt out of the boſome of 
Eternity into the Viſion , and per- 
ſpe&tive of Time ; and becauſe expa- 
tiating it ſelf in the Chaos was the 
Cauſe of this admirable Separation of 
the Waters, when by Divine Ordina- 
tion they divided themſelves ; and rhen 
it wasthat dry Land appeared: Nor 
could it be otherwiſe becaule then 
che purer parts immediately began to 
feel the force of Separation, ſo let the 
recrements ſubſide to the bottome; be- 
cauſe of their feculent and impure 
Centre, and thus by the Fat were all 
impurities Separated, from that which 
of it ſelf was altogether ptire ; and 
this Act of Separation we attribute to 
God,who ſubſtituted Nature daily to 0- 
perate: For ſhould there happen but the 
CE leaſt 
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leaſt Ceſſation, the whole Compourid 
would annihilate, ſo become inviſible. 
But every Separation of ſeparable 
Things creates rhe Unity, and perpe- 
ruates the Harmony ; ſince the Life of 
one Element 15 dependent on another ; 
nor lives the one without the breath- 
ings of the other. The Waters perpe- 
petually moiſtening the Earth, whiles 
the Earth inſpires, and fermenrs the 
Water; but the ſoft ſweetnings, and 
breathings of Air impregnates both ; 
as do the Stars in their ftation, and 
Celeſtial Rotation, actually influence, 
and penetrate the whole. From whence 
we morrally and.rationally conclude | 
that Earth made diſſoluble converts | 
into Water ; and Water by heat is ra- | 
Tified into Air. Air conſequently by 
circulation is convertible into Fire , 
and this I call Motion, and the perpe- 
tual rotation of this admirable and 
imbellijhed Creation , notwithſtand- 
ing Copernicus aſſerts the Contrary , 
when to tell us that the Earth of it

For 1gnorance, and impudence they 
poiſon our Faith, and of future hope 
would have us to ſuſpeCt the enjoy- 
ment of the excellency of thoſe di- 
vine things whereof now we know lit - 
tle more than part. | 

For to read in the beautiful face of 
the Firmament, we diſcover the 1nviſi- 
billity of things made viſible, which 
manifeſts to us the end of the Creation - 
So that I prophane not, nor would I be 
thought erronious , when if only to 
aſſert that, the Stars made vilible are 
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Angels only explicated (and the Saints 
Thall ſhine as the Stars in Glory) con- 
ſ{equently that Angels are Stars com- 
plicated; and as the Star Heſper isthe 
Suns Aurora, fo the day Star of Rege- 
neration is the Son of God, to light us 
up to his glorious habitation - it 1s true, 
that as the Night 1s oppoſite to the 
Day, fo Sin interpoſeth betwixt God, 
and the Creature; we muſt carry the 
Croſs to purchaſe the Crown, and di- 
vide the Day from obſcurities of the 
Night : which without a Metaphor is 
the Light from Darkneſs, Sin from 
SanCtity, Death from Life ; and which 
indeed are ſublime operations, fit only 
tor him that divinely operates. 

_ The frontiſpiece therefore or viſthi- 
lity of the Firmament, God noted out 
to us for Signs, and for Seafons ; ſo for 
Days, and for Years; whereby to pro- 

W  pheſieof thoſe fatal Events, frequently 
Is 1mpendent ore impenitent people : but 

the Seaſons declaratively make demon-

Thus weſee 
that we ſee nothing, except weleeand 
ynderſtand by the Wiſdome of God, 
| the excellency and beauty of thoſe 
| ſublime things, pointed out to us in the 
; myſteries of the Creation, viz. how 
the Ray of Light profligates Darknels ; 
| and the Glory of rhe Majeſty mortifies 
Death ; the conſideration whereof 
{weeteens all difficulties ; but the 
bleſſed fruition raviſhes the Soul, and 
makes it infinitely more pleaſant and 
dilectable, than temporal ſweets affect 
the ſence. 

' And God the Creator made two 
' great Lights, the Sun and the Moon ; 
| whole different progreſs directs unto 
; us adifferent appointment : the Sunas 
| aboveſaid, to rule the Day, but the 
| Moon by refleQtion to govern the 
| Night. So that the Sun by Divine or- 
: dination, 
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dination, and the Providence of God 


ſuperceeds the Moon ; bur the Moon 


by a peculiar virtue influenceth 'the 


Ocean, and adorns the Univerſe : 


The Majelty. of the Sun 1s admired by 


the Perſians, fo 1s that of the Moon a- 


dored by the [ad;ans. Now the Suns 
warm body moderates the Earth, and 
would peradventure in ſome meaſure 


_ callifie it, did not the moiſt Air gene- 


rouily intermediate. And the Moon 
perhaps would frigidate the Ocean, 
did notthe Suns ſoveraign warm Beams 


mildly, and {weetly by influence nou- 


riſh it. Whatilluminates the Orbs, and 
what inſpires the Ocean, if not Sun, 


and Moon by the Providence of God, 


tat vegetates, and impregnates the 
(Zrcatures in Creation. 

So that if when to conſider the Ma- 
jcity of the Sun, that inceſlantly moves 


_ without intermiſlion, in the Central 


Orbs, and every Angle of the Unt- 
verſe; whoſe defuled Ray ſpreads up- 
wards, and downwards; and every 


way to influence with heat and mo- 


tion : 
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tion: and becauſe enricht, and adorn- 
ed with ſuch eminent qualifications, as 
the majeity of Light, and the excellen- 
cy of Beauty ; it might probably in- 
vite Sazaivogins the Philoſopher to ſu- 
perſcribe him the Fehicalum, or Taber- 
nacle for God : which Hypotheſis is re- 
futed by Baſil Valentine, and contradift- 
ed by Scriptural Authority. For 1will 
ouild my Tabernacle, and amwell among 
men ; and the Saints they ſhall ſhine as the 
Stars in Glory, But the Suz beyond 
diſpute 1s the moſt glorious Creature 
that God has Created in this {tupen- 
dious Creation, becaule of its purity, 
and ſuperlative Clarity ; ſince totally 
leparated from all its dregs : whoſe 
inide and outſide we made Synont 
mous, formd out of pure Principles of 
Lite and Heat; whoſe rapid motion 
g1ves action ro the Orbs, and cloaths 
all the Stars with his Luſtre, and Splen- 
 dour ; making them ſhew beauteous b 
che luſtre of his brightneſs : and becauſe 
by the Divineſt deckt, and adorn'd 
with Glory; he liyes without com- 
7 pecr, 
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peer, nor has he any Corival ; where 
note he's a Monarch, and the Parent of 
Vegetation. 

Kod ſuch is the Moon, tho a faint flat- 
tering Ray (it when compared with the 
Sun) yet ſhe iiluſtrates uato us from the 
ſame Original: and becaule adapted | 
from adequate primordials, in her oc- 
cidental Creſſant ſhe naturally diſplays 
a Znzar clarity ; whea in her Oriental 
purity an incomparable brightneſs :

Divinelt to illuminate the World : and 
God lified them up, and ſerthem 1n 
the Firmament as Oracies, and Orna- 
ments to adorn the Univerſe : whoſe 
{1gnature and impreſſions are perpe- 
tually 1mpreſt upon Earths fofr Table, 
to influence and impregnate 1t with 
prolifick vertue: For the Sun and 
Moon, ſhews us Heaven and Earth in 
a leſſer Character than moſt men 
dream of : and becauſe having a mag- 
netick vertue, and principle in them- 
| ſelves; the firſt fills the World with 
| heat,andactivity, but the latter becauſe 
_ immerg'd with paſhive qualifications, 
influenceth fluidity, and the race of 
Females. The Sun therefore we luper- 
Ns. {ccibe 
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ſcribe him Maſculine, but the Moon 
every 0ne 1ntitles : Feminine : where 
note, as theſe Luminaries are made to 
move, conſequently ſo moves the 
Wheels of Generation and corrupti- 
on, which mutually diſſolves all cont 
pounded Bodies. 

But the Moon molt properly 15 the 
Organ of Tranſ{mutation, as4s the Sun 
the Parent of Generation : and theſe 
two Luminaries multiply and fructifie 
every individual as to generation, and 
multiplication ; for what compound 
ever was, Or 15 there to be tound 1n 
whole nature that holds nor in it ſeit 
{ome proportion of the Sun, and fo ot 
the Moon, whereby to confirm it with 
life, and motion ; lo that what Offices 
loever are performable by theſe two 
Luminaries, either tor prejervation of 
the whole, or conſervation of part 7 

as 15 the performance for one, {tich allo 
and after the ſame manner is the hike 
office for all. - Since therefore ſuch 
Vertue ſhines from Celeſtials, what 
may be expected from Super- Celcitials 
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1s not Chriſt the Wildome, the Beauty , 
and the Glory of the Majeſty, whole 
admirable amaziug and aſtoniſhing 
brightneſs ſhines in the Tracts ro the 
new Feruſalem. | 
The holy men of God in former 
Ages read daily Lectures 1n this Di- 
vine Manuſcript ; and the ſame Starry 
Folio ſince the beginning of the Crea- 
tion, has lain unfolded to this very 
Generation : So that wanting Solomons 
wiſdome, and Johs inſpection ; very 
few, or none do read 1n it now. - Sure- 
ly our Rabbres have loſt the Clavzs. 
Hermes its true, and the Egyptians be- 
fore him underſtood, and {tiled God, 
Mizos Solitaria, but our great Pro- 
phet Moſes ; Jehovah, and Elohim ; '10 
the Cabal;ts intitled him Aleph T enebro- 
| /ums, from whence fome conjeCture the 
| Delphians in their 1n{criptions direct 
| their Oriſons to the unknown God. 
| But the Arabs-- their Oriſons : but the 
\ Arabs and the Caldeans marks him out 
| Alzph Lucidum. So that doubtingly

"Wh:N the Altar, and offends the Omnipotent. 
[ In But Man by the Divineſt was Creat- 
{Rf ed twofold, Viſible, and inviſible: Cor- | 
Wl 148 poreal, and Celeſtial : his Elementary | 
180%: Body, or viſible part of a pure fixt | 


Earth; or a deep red Clay : but his 
Soul or Invilibility of an Efſence Roy- 
al, not tobe found in the Texture of 
the great World, more intellectual 
therefore, and more ſupernatural; | 
from whence Mozstanaw that great Pan- | 
zheologiſt, calls Man a ſmall or littleIn- | 
cirnation, 1n which work God was 
pleaſed to multiply himfel - * } 
Nor was Man the primitive Work in 
this bleſſed Creation , but the great 
World was, out of which Man was 
made: 
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made ; whoſe Principles, and Practice 
ought to be well examined ; ſhould 
we reſolve to take part for the whole ; 
ſo gueſs at the frame by a regular pro- 
portion. And as Man was taken out of 
this copious World, ſo was the Woman 
allo taken out of Man. For God 1n his 
| Eternal Idea foreſaw that whereof as 

_ yet rhere was no material Copy. The 
Goodneſs and Beauty of which invit- 
ed him to Create Man like unto him- 
ſelf; and beholding that divine and 
lively Image of his own, inwardly to 
ſhine in the Tabernacle of Man ; he 
became therewith enamoured with 
divine Ardency ; and ſo loved the 
Creature, that when Sin had defaced it; 
he again reſtored it by the ſuffering of 
that Power by which Man at firſt was 
made and created. 

But the Sun and the Moon were 
made to operate,and man in 2 ſence was 
made to imitate; whoſe Maſterpice 1s 
Invention, and whoſe Study ſhould be 
that to repair which Nature becauſe 
interrupted left ſomewhat imperfeCt :_ 
H 4 but 
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but not that Nature cannot perfeCt her 
Operations ; rather we are to conſider 
all ſcientifical Artiſts bur dull Opera- 
tors, and Imitaters of Nature, who 
works by her own Copy, lighting all 
Artifice, and artificial Preſidents; ſince 
ſuch ſeem uſeleſs, and altogether 1m- 
proper to her, that of her ſelt, can per- | 
fect the whole. 
Health craves no method for Phi- 
ſick, nor Diet ; 'tis Diſeaſe only that 
claims the priviledge of Medicine : 
then why ſo prepoſterous to ſeek ſick- 
nels in health, and daily enquire the 
ſtate of new Warlds, when the old 
one by Providence 1s {till ſo good, and 
upheld by his Power can never dic. 
The wiſe Creator has put therein ſuch a 
renovating faculty, that of it ſelf by 
attraction and repercuflion, ir receives 
what's ſuitable, and agrecable to 1ts 
nature, rejecting whatever is unagree- | 
able to its reſentments, as a thing that's | 
loathed by a diſdainful appetite: let | 
every ſtudent therefore ſtudy the | 
Knowledge of that which God in his | 
Wiſdome | 
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Wiſdome has already made; fince 
' Man withall his Art can make nothing 
i hich 

And now ſince the Stars are Com- 
milſioned to Rule, Saturn as Superiour, 
and Lord of the Univerſe, aflumes the 
precedency : and who becauſe of his 
- anclent and paternal Dignity, claims a 
' prerogative above all the Planets ; ex- 
alting himſelf in the ſupreameſt Orb : 
whole Wife by alluſion of Poetical 
Fixion was ſurnamed Ops, the Daugh- 
ter of Celas; of whom 15 begot the 
tair Androginas, as allo the beautiful 
and the Florid Veſta : to whom the Vo- 
taries, and the Veſtal Nimphs 1n the 
| days of Numa Pompilias , offered up 
| their Orifons. Of Metals, therefore 
Saturn 15 Lead; of Minerals Antimony, 
'  butof Stones the Grazate. 

Next unto Saturz's Superiour Orb, 
| benevolent Fupzzer aſſumes the Throne, 
| who ſways the Scepter ina peaceable 
|  Domimion, andhimſelt as his Govern- 
ment 1s alſo peaceable: a Monarch 


| that's ſurrounded with Senators and 
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Stateſmen;; made happy in his choice 
when celebrated to Fuo, had not his 
Royal Conſort been wounded with jea - 
louſte. Now this fair Goddeſs as the 
Poets have conceived ſprung trom the 
Joins of Saturn, and Ops : whole Me- 
tallick progeny was only Tin: and of 
Minerals Z7z#,but of Stones the Jacinth. 
Now Trinus Magnus or Valorous 
Mars, he mounts the Chariot ; who by 
Poerical Fixion is the Son of Taro. 


This great Martialiſt and Champion of 


the Gods, aſcends his triumphant 
Throne next unto Jupiter, and Rules by 
the Sword : whoſe Law as 1s aſſerted, 
15 the force of Arms: however the 
Poets have preſcribed him no White, but 
inamoured with Yen, i»me ſuppoſe 


her his Paramour: rich in no Child. 


har Iron, and Vitriol, fave only the 
Soveraign and Medicianal 17-1:atrope : 
whoſe Markaſite is Biſmuth, and whole 
Ainergis the Manner, 
Volt illuftrionfly adorned, $97 him- 
felf advanceth ; whoſe dazling Ray 
Bile allthe World with Luſtre : but his 
| Con- 
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Conſort is known by the name of Luxe, 
whoſe fair beauty ſome ſay equalizeth 
his brightneſs ; yet no Chid he had but 
Gold, and the Carbuxc/e; excepting the 
Raby, and Lapis Luzuli, with ſome M1- 
nerals, and Markaſites tinged with his 
Luſtre: otherwiſe of themſelves they 
could never ſhine. 

But Yenws ſucceeds, and becauſe the 
Queen of Heaven , She's reputed the 
Speculation of all the Philoſophers. 


Who was thought as by FiCtion the fair 


Daughter of C#/«s but her Mother the

' Baſil Valextine ; 18 the firlt born Daugh- 
ter of all the Philoſophers. 

But the Stars, I have cont{dered, 
ought not to be thus diſcourſt , nor 
ought we to diſcipher them after this 
manner ; nor was it indeed my primi- 
tiveintention 3 however fince ſo blunr- 
ly to blab it out : let it ſerve only 
therefore to commode the ingenious, 
and direct the Sons of Science into the 
Tracts of Philoſophy ; making the E- 
lements Natures Common-place-book ; 


in whoſe legible Index if well examin- 
i ed, 
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| ed, you may there find all that ever 
' ſhe did, or for the ſuture intends to do. 
' And in this thin tiffeny ſhe wraps up 
her Principles before ſhe embark them 
intocoagulation : and which alſo re- 
tains the Species of things, and 1s the 
immediate receptacle of Spirits after 
ſolution of their natural Bodies : from 
whence, and through which the good 
| ones pals to a Superiour Limbs, or Em- 
| percell Heaven ; where all pure Efſen- 
| ces have their eternal Reſidence. 
And thus we have determined by a 
| Philoſophical Liberty ro Iiken Nature 
| toa beautiful Lady, ſhaded ſometimes 
under a Cyprus Vail; metaphorically 
interpreted a thick Mettallick Mantle : 
or rather a complication of Elements, 
and Principles : which when it ihall 
pleaſe the Divineſt to unvail, and draw 
it off from before the Creation ; we 
{hall not only ſee Nature really naked; 
but the very beauty of things them- 
ſelves, whereof theſe we now behold 
are but repreſentatives : when on the 
contrary ſhould ignorance invade us; 
HOW 
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how anoutward dimneſs, and an 1n- 
ward darkneſs would preſently enſue : 


from which we pray, Libera nos Domine, 


But all complicated Bodies are Elemen- 
tal, and Spiritual ; which by medium 
of Celeſtiats become magnetrically u- 


nited:and isthe true,and the only cauſe | 
ot Production, and alſo Vegetation : | 


Natures Fendameatals, and the Philo- 
{ophers Speculation. 


And the Eventing and the Morning were | 


the fourth Day, but every d2y lince the 
beginning of Time 1s Gods Day cnly, 
and properly his; and ſo will remain 
the whole progreſs of Time ; and wall 
beſo when Time 1s no more. But the 
Divine harmony of things ra che Crea- 
tion were manitel(t in Time, in whic!: 
all ends and beginnings have their 
natural period. The beginning there- 
fore was In creating ; and Creating was 
an act of making things manifelt. 
The periods alſo, or reſults of which, 
are manifeſtly diſcovered, by ſolution 


of parts. Thus the World and all 


therein had a beginning in Time, when 
the

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the Divineſt undreſt the Hoil or Chaos; 
and then 1nvilible things were made 
viſible to. us : which by Reaſon of an 
| Elementary compoſition, are 1n time 
{ locktupin the periods of death. This 
is all the Philoſophy hitherto I have 
| known; or it may be {ball ever be 


known by another. 
In the next place we diſcourſe the 


Element of Warter, imagined by ſome 
a ſolution of Earth, or a Mollt coaglum 
of ambient Air, made fluid only by aſl 
internal flux ; which ſurrounding the 
Earth compleats but one Globe : and 
which aquous fluidity ſeparates only the 
impurities from the more extraneous 
and ſuperficial parts; but cannot reactz 
to the Core, or Centre, whereby to ex- 
amine the internal i impurities; which 
an intence Fire naturally purgeth forth, 
| by reaſon ot its ardent activity (and 
not improper to ſay its vulcanick na- 
ture) where the Waters of themſelves 
can never reach. 
Two Elements therefore are deſtt- 


nated tO PUFTIECAHOR; and as the mat- 
er 
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ter to be purified 15 viſible, or inviſible ; 
conſequently ſuch are the Agents for 
- purification. Since the Fire therefore 
15aninvilible Agent, and that other of 
Water molt obvious and vilible; the | 
viſible and 1aviſtble parts of things are | 
therefore ſo mended, and cleanſed by | 
ſubrile Operation ; whereby they fc- 
ſeparate the more inquinate impurity, 
that ſtifly adheres to the immaculate 
nature, and preltine ſtate ot Virgin pu- 
rity. :

ed. Andasthe Scriptur? inftructs us, 
that Gods furprizing Light :luminates 
every pious act of the Creature ; it ob- 


ligeth us toconſider that the Goodneſs 
of 
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of God 1s as great to forgive; as by his 
Clemency and Bounty he is ;uft LO Par- 
don. Where note we obſerve God 
made things pcoportionable, and 1a all 
reſpeas, ſuitable to himſelf, The 
great World he made therefore tocon- 
rain the leſs, but the leffer World he 
made to contain himſelf that contains 
the greater. And thus you have the 
My ery of the Creation, the Msjelty 
of Rea'on, the Divinity of Scripture, 
and authority of Philoſophy. 
But the Waters brought forth every 
moving Creature, beceule in them was 
the Spirit of Life : For the Spirit of 
Life by Divine incubation mace ingreſs 
ro them, filling them with a prolifick 
vertue : and the Erlt form'd Creature 
thar the Waters brought forth, was the 
great and unw ney boy of Earth ; 
; molt recluſe, and folitary, becauÞ in- 
wardly concealed ; which till then ne- 
| ver felt the operative fo:c2 of Fires 
| Nor did the luminous Ray cf the Sun, 
| nor the vertual influence of Stars, 
nor the Divine crder of Conſtellations, 
I noe 
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Nor the treaſures of Hail and Rain, of 
Lightning and Thunder ; nor the Sea- 
ſons of Heat and Cold, Frolt and Snow 
(belides innumerable living Creatures 
to whom Heavens plentitul Breaſt daily 
adminiſtred) till then none of them 
knew the potency of Lite, nor the force 
and energy of the univerſal Spirit 
which God by Wildome 1nfpired into 
them. | 
But ſome will obje&t, and peradven- 
ture ſay, how, and after what manner 
does the Earth vegetate. Shew us al- 
ſo the rationallity and probability 
whereby the Earth and the Water be- 
come living Creatures: to which I 
readily and briefly anſwer ; the Soul of 
the Divine World is God hnnſcit ; but 
that of the Created the univerſal ſpi- 
Tit of Nature: and this Soul lives by 
vertue of rhe Divine World, but acts 
by imagination only 11: the Created , 
whereby theEarth conceives, vegetates, 
and buds up; ſo does the Waters pro- 
crude, and bring forth even to the pe- 


710d and perfeCtion of its preceftinated

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end. Nor can they otherwiſe do; be- 
cauſe the Law of Providence and Ne- 
city 15 by Divine ordination impoſed 
upon them. And that which enriches 
them are the ſublime treaſures of Ele- 
ments, and Principles. For wanted 
they thoſe active, and 1ngreſſhive in- 
{truments, they were of all things in 
Natvre molt impertect ; and would 
be al:ogerther void, and unprofitable ; 
ſo become as it were a meer annihila- 
tion; and not improper {LouldI call it, 

a Caput Mortuum, 

| For it were impoſſible that any 
| Created Being, if when wanting tEe 
Vital Faculty of Lite, could be any 
WaySATAny time in a capacity to live z 
conlequently to move, vegetate, and 
protrude. Bur the great and the leſſer 
World isflPd with animation, where- 
by ir daily and hourly buds forth : All 
which are {ignal and demonſtrable to- 
kens of the Spirit of Lit that anuwates, 
and aCtuates in every Creature. Life 
therefore 1s thar active and univerſal 
Spiritof Nature wherewith {heinful> 
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leth, the whole Creation, unpregnat- 
ing every individual therewith ; 
whereby the Character of Life is no 
{ſooner itampt, infus'd or impreſt up- 
on any material Subject, but it inward- 
 Iy lives, as does the inviſible World ; 
which no ſooner appears to move for- 
ward into act, but rhe model and frame 
of the Subject matter at once admits of 
exteriour Motion. 

Life therefore as it 15 the Radzx of e- 
very thing, ſo it acts demonſtratively 
in every Body. The motion of the 
Sun we daily obſerve 1s neceſſarily oc- 
calioned by this active ſpirit of Life. 
And ſuch is the vital pulic 1n Man, as 
alſo that large and greater pulſe of the 
Ocean. Earth vegetates only from thus 
operating Spirit, and the Air 15 reple- 
niſhed, aud i110 full of ic; Every thing 
that is, lives not without it; nor can any 
_ thing ſubſiir dehcient of ir. O won- 
dertul Nature the Miracle of the Crea- 
tor, how intclligeable arr thou in all 
thy Operations; and tho' ſo {imple, 


naked and demonſtrarively plain, yer 
how

how difficult is it forthe Artiſt to find 
out. —— 

So that were we minded to imitate 
Nature in her ſolitary Operations, and 
Fermentation of Elements; we ought 
firſt to conſider in order to what Na- 
ture in her daily progreſs points out un- 
to us, whereby to manidg2 and intro-. 
duft us : whoſe mediums becaule pri- 
marily ſeparation,and ſolution of parts; 
therefore from thence begins manual 
Operation. Let ſolution therefore be 
the firſt ſtep, ſince 1n ſeparation all 1s 
found. Then proceed to Filtration, 
Evaporation , Congealation, Criſtali- 
z3tion, Diſtillation, Digeſtion, Putre- 
faction, Ceration, Albification, Rubifi- 
cation, and Fixation. Then will D:azz 
| appear from under her Vail, which 
' none but the Eyes of a true Philoſo- 
' pher, fince the beginning ever yet 
| faw. 
| But now I ſuſpet Pme beyond the 
| Paraphraſe of the Text, when onl 
| definned to diſcourſe the Creation ; fo 
' of Elements and Principles, Natures 
| 1 own 
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own Rudiments. How that Elements 
ſubſiſt nor without previous Fermenta- 
tion of their complicated' com.xture 
of inviſible Parts ; ſo that a compleat 
ſeparation is no where found whereby | 
to unlock, and difintanglethe unity of | 
Bodies, without a Philolophical C/avyzs 
to diſplay their Principles ; which 0- 
therwiſe are limited, and by Nature 
confined to ſubmit to the law of co- 
agulation. Of all which I ceaſe far- 
ther to diſcloſe ; left peradventure this 
ſecret be already too manifeſt , when 
Hecauſe to devulge itto theroot of in- 
oratitudes: ſo we leav2 that SubjeCt to 
diſcourſe the Levirthan. 
And, God mide great Whales, &c. Job | 
calls him Leviathan, whio after his | 
Creation by the permiſſion of God , 
rolls to)and fro the flactuating Ocean : 
Vhoteunctuous Scales polliſh the Sea, 
. that ioamaz.ment it ſhines like a Pot 
of Oynt:;ment; and whoſe magnitude | 
amazes his fellow Crzatures. Whoſe | 
Emnire 1s the {pacious and bottomleſs 


Ocean, but himſelf a Monarch over 
al! 
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all in the deeps, whoſe Subje&s are 
the ſeveral Clafes of Natatziles, that 
pay tribute to him with the loſs of 
their Lives. So that what to ſay of this 
prodigious Creature, I know nct ; nor 
1s any Pen capable to diſcourſe his con- 
cealments, or tathom the unfathomed 
depths that conceal him. Is nor he 
one of the wonderful Myſteries of the | 
ways of God? Whoſe ſhining paths - '| 
| diſcover his ways, and whoſe motion i, 
| terrifies the eyes of his beholders ; 4 
' Creature he is that lives void of fear, 
and 1s as Fob ſays, a King over all the 
Children of Pride. 
 Leviathaz therefore if thought re- 
| quiſite to deſcribe him, I ſhall rally him 
under three ſeveral diſtin&tions; and 
\ the rather becauſe to make him yet 
| more obvious, give me leave to ru- 
| midge the Ocean, and dreſs up my 
method whereby to illuſtrate him in 
| the following order. Fitſt, then by 
; Tradition we entitle him Grampus, 
when becauſe to conlider him 10 his 
preſtine Minority ; but ſucceſſively in 
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His Peregrination he aſſumes to himſelf | \ 
that dignity and magnitude, that ſome | 1 
call him Faubartzs, When 1n proceſs 
of rim}, and becoming yet more for- 
midabl2, ſome arc pleaſed to ſuper- 
ſcribe him the JMFoale or Leviathan ; 
whois motion upon . the ſlippery 
tracts of the Ocean, repreſents him as 
Jt were a floating Ifland. And whoſe 
exceſſive bulk, and incredible bigneſs 1s 
Enough to aſtoniſh every beholder : 
when otherwiſe to conſider him on 
the filty Ow/e, his own weight perad- 
venture hazards to fink him ; where- 
by he becomes a prey to the Merchant, 
or otherwiſe muſt liz till death releaſe 
' Him. 

But of this admirable and eminent 
Subjett, there areſ»me ſo precipitant 
to preconjecture Job too copious ; | 
whiles otherſome of a contrary op1- | 
nio1 hzve determined him too brief, | 
and al:og:tlfer conciſe, when becauſe |

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: diticulcy; the ignorant and unlearned

underſtand him : but to the Wile and

' andthe rather in regard they'r delirous 
of knowledge ; for Wildome is always 
 knownof her Children, 
But Job that humane Oracle of 
| Learning and Eloquence ; and as Jearn- 
' ned asany man 1n the ſtudy of Aſtro- 
nomy, has given ſuch eminent and con- , 
| vincing Encominums, with ſuch ſolid 
' Arguments of this admirable Crea- 
' Lare; that every deſcription ſave that 
of his own ſtrikes a Diſcord 1n the Rea» 
dzrsear: whol: MutzI confeſs my felt 
ro be, and am unwilling therefore to 
attempt to encounter what neither my 
| Language nor Experience can boaſt of, 
' otherwiſe, than thatI have feen this

Since therefore to conſult him with- |

ons ; ſhould we rumidge all the Ele- 
ments tor a Mate to match him, none 
but his own 1s found to contain him. 
 Wheretore we repreſent him the'Ma- 

jeſty of Mortals, whoſe ſearch we re- 
I:nquiſh to correſpond with inferiours ; 
ſuchare the Porpns,the Bortle-Noſe,and 
the Shark, the Selt, Boneto, and the Alb:- 
core, the Moura or Sea Serpent, with the 
Conzer, Baſs, Remora Torpedo, and the 
Am?rican Snite, There 1s allo the Tur- 
bet, Scate, Dolphin, Grooper,and Cavalla; 
beſides the Sturgeon, Salmon, Trout, Lu- 
cit, Mull-t, mbar, Barble, Tenche, &c. 
and thouſands morem Salts and Freſhes, 
Moreover there are Shell-filh, as the 
Turtle or Tortoife, Condt , Lobſters, 
Orfters, Crabs Cockles, Muſſels, Cram- 
fb, Franas, 2nd SOrIMps ; but theſe

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are arm?®d all over. Another Brigade 
are Alegators, Crocadiles, Guianas, Be- 


| wers, Otters, and Manitees, with many 
| other, but ſuch are Amphibious, whom 
| Icare not to converſe with. 


Living Creatures therefore, and 
ſuch as move, and have their motion 
by the mediums of Water, are our 
Subject matter. And that God creat- 
cd every invidual, made itto hive, and 
gave it motion, 1s the ſtrength of my 
Aſſzrtion ; And that the Waters were 
the caule of their Life and Motion, 1s the 
Argument of the Text : but that God 
gave Lite and Motion to the Waters 
that gave Life and Motion tothe Crea- 
tures therein, 1s my poſitive and fnal 
Concluſion. Lite then as naturally 
attends the Creation as the Ray 
of Light follows the Sun. Nor can 
any Life iſſue but what flows from 
Light, as Light it ſelf Hows from the 
Divine Fiat; which immaculate Light 
jprung up from Eternity, as Eternity 1t 
felt ſhines from the Majeſty.

| prodigious and Miracuious Creation ; | 
whole Trunck or Bole 1s the Ocean ir 
' ſelf: whoſe Radix or Rootin the Non- 
| age of Time lay conccal'd among the 
| admirable Myſteries of the Creator. So 
; thatafter what manrer the Fountains 
' and the Rivers, with the Springs and 
' Rivulets becams incipid , whites the 
; Ocean it felf is impregnated with Salt; 
| 15 another Myſtery, till ſeriouſly to con- 
| ſider the Quellem or Sand, and the mul- 

| tiform varicty of Soils 1n rhe Earth, as . 
: | alloro examine the Bottles of Heaven,

 woula be the encreal:, that the W; aters 
themſelves would ved [ufocate. 

But as there is a magnerick quality, 
and a ſympatherick harmony in the 
Creation; foisthere a natural antipa- 


thy in the Ocean, as there 15 the like 1N 
Other 
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other Elements. The Falcox1n the Air, 
the Shark in the Ocean, and the Ag ler 
to bait with a Fiſh, when defign'd to 
catch a Fiſh (but ſuch we call Troling) 
ſo ſome ſets Fellons to trapan Thieves. 
Ics uſual for the great ones toprey upon 
the little ones, as the Grapes upon the 
| Surat, the Shark upon the Boxeto, the 

_ Stargeonupon the Shad, the Porpws upon 

the Salmon, the Pike upon the Dace, and 
the Pearch upon the Minue, &c. This I 
call Antipathy ; but Simpathy if I mt- 
{take not 1s the mutual Concordance, 
and Harmony among the Creatures. 

I haveread in He/mornt of a prodigt- 
ous Pte, that lived as heſays to an a- 
mazing bigneſs, and not then ro have 
dieda natural death ; when if toconf1- 
der the whole progreſs of Lite, what 
tribute would ſuch a Smelrer uppoling 
this to be ſuch) bring to the Waters. 
Bur leſt I fall into a Pz/cator:az Error 
(which vanity ſince my youth I can 
hardly withſtand) let me therefore 
commend you to my Contemplative 
Angler, where at Jarge you may read 
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the Hiſtorical part of Angling. For 
in the high Sea there's no ſoundings, 
what Art then muſt be uſed to catch 
Fiſh ? And ſo profound is this Subject 
that I plough but the Surface, whiles 
others more Mathematical meaſure our 
the Circumference, and dive into Na- 
tures more hidden Myſter1zs by a ſecret 
and pious profound Speculation . the 
Eye of Faith and Reaſon introducting. 
But we ſhall put aſhore now, to 
tread on Terra Firma. And God ſaid let 
the Earth bring forth the living Creature 
after his kind; Cattle, and creeping things; 
and the Beaſt of the Earth after his kind. 
Then the Earth brought fo;th in great 
abundance, ſince by the Divine grant of 
Wildome and Providence it had now 
in it {elf the three diſtin& Claſes of Ve- 
gctables, and Minerals ; beſides 1nnu- 
. merable and various forms of Inſects, 
_ and Animals, {urpathng the Art of Nu- 
meration. Every Cave now-was fill'd 
vith Concretiions, and the Surface of 
the Sol! was covered with Herbage. 
ite Flerid Meadows allo were per- 
form'd 
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fum'd with Odorates, and the flouriſh- 
ing Fields were ſcattered with Corn. 
| The Banks alſo that bounded the mur- 
| muring Streams , were ſtrewed with 
| Arborzes, The Mountains with Mines, 
| the Valleys with Herds, the Plains 
with Flocks, and the Paſtures with 
| Cattle ; but the moiſt and more boggy 
| Swamps 1n Valles, were crouded and 
| covered with Amphibious Creatures: 
| beſides innumerable Fowl of all ſorts, 
| and kinds hovering 1n the Air, under 
| the Canopy of Heaven. Fiſhalfo they 
flcated in the briniſh Streams, whiles 
| ſome others contented themſelves with 
fre{hes ; ſo that every place, and every 
thing was fill'd with plenty whereby 
' to enrich this ſtupendious Creation. 
Nor was any part of Earth, as well 
as the Ocean, exempt or denied thoſe 
primary bleſhings from her great Bene- 
tactor that had bleſſed every thing : 
| who not only made her, but ſuch pro- 
vition for her, that to the periods of 

| time ſhe can know no want: Who 
commiliioned Nature alſo by an a_

not only to govern ; bur alſo to labour

The Lron and the Lione/s roar'd then 


in the Deſart; and the 4/s with the} 
Mule bray'd in the Common ; but the

Forreſt : and the Leopard with the Par. 
ther, belides the Wolf and the T zpre 
were heard to howl in the barren W1l- 


derneſs. But the Grey or Baazer he| 
yelpt in the Earth, whules the ſubtle 


Fox 1n his obſcure Den lay Barking 
conceal'd in cavities under ground. 


The Hor/e he neighed in the open Field, | 


and the Cattle lay lowing 1n the Florid 


Meadows: Bur the Sheep and the| 
Lambs, truc patterns. of Innocency | 
_ (poor Animals) they lay bleating 1n | 
every Paſture. Chantecker in thoſe | 
times he roſe with the day, and the ear- | 
ly Lark took Wing with the Morning ; | 


who admiring the beauty of the riling 


Sun, Mounts the fair Welkin to partake | 
of his ſplendour ; whiles the B/ack-| 
Bird and Thruſh, with the Winters 1n-| 

telligencer | 
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| telligencer (little Robin-red-breaſt ) 
"| mannage the Conſfort-till almoſt even- 

ing ; and then pritty Ph/omzet or the 
| Summer Oracle, cloſes up day with 
| ſweet Fpithalaminms. 
| Thus theCreation in a perpetual har- 
| mony melted the Air with melodious 
Conforts of unterrified Quires of 1nno- 
cent Birds, that as well as they could, 1 
exprelt their gratitude, for the bounty it 
and generoſity of their great Benefa- 83 
|Etor; who gave them a being, and the 
blefſings of accommodation ; the Earth 
tonouriſh, and gave them food ;. but the 
Windows of Heaven were ſet open, to _ 
refreſh and gratifie their thirſty appetite. 
And thus the Creation was unacquaint- 
ed with fear, whiles our Anceſtor ſtood 
1na ſtate of Innocency ; and had for e- 
ver fo remain'd without contradiction 
(by authority of the Text) had not Sim if 
{truck out the Character of {1mplicity. nl 
The timerous Hare fled not then for ; 
fear, nor did the Cuarey ſhelter her ſelf [ 
1n the burrough. The Hind calv'd na- 


[turally without corruſcations ; claps of 
K 4 thunder 
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thunder were then no help to disbur- I 
den her. Nor did the Bear lick her 
Cubs into1hape or form, for in the be- 
ginning was no deformity. The Pe!l:- 
can in thoſe days I periwade my felf 
pickt not thoſe wounds in her tender 
breaſt infeebling her ſelf to relieve her þ 
young ones. Nor did the Offridze 
conceal her Eggs, dreading or fearing | 
the cruſh of the Elephant. Nor can | 
hardly perſwade my ſelf in theſe halci-F 
on days that the Swaz as now ſang a la-| 
crimy to her Funeral ; nor the Phenix 
fire her Vrz to generate her Species. A- 
Hzeators ſurely in the minority of time 
were not ſo ravenous as to prey upon | 
Paſſengers. Nor did the Crocaaile dil- | 
ſemble his tears to mo:iten the Funerals 
of his fellow Creature. The Plover TI 
diſcover flew then with the Taſſel; and 
the Pheaſant I fancy kept flight with 
the Falcon. Nor did the Partriapef| 
know Eng:z, nor Nooſte-thread ; nor 
dreaded nor feared he the flight of the 
Goſhawk, Nor can I think otherwiſe} 
than to. ſay in thoſe days the Lark 

was 
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vas any time dared with the Hobby 
Surely Nature in thoſe days was di- 
virely exerciſed to preſerve in Unity, 
and unite in Harmony the Creatures 
God had bleſt, in this bleſſed Creation ; 
becauſe then to know no other Law 
but that of Sympathy, which 15 natu- 
rally of kind : but ſo alienated now, 
and in a ſenſe ſo degenerated-as if no 
other Law was evereſtabliſhed. Now 
the Generations paſt, and our worthy 
Anceſtors ; as the vertuous in this Age 
will labour to aboliſh this unnatural 
antipathy, if when mutually to ſtreng- 
then one another in the doctrine of 
Chriſtianity, which ought to be the 
ſtandard among the pious in profeſſion ; 
leſt peradventure we relinquiſh our ſo- 
veraign health, ſo draw on our heads 
the Curſe of Diſeaſe : For to fly from 
Sanity to ſeek a cure in Sickneſs ; is to 
run head-long into the Water to pre- 
ſerve our ſelves from drowning. 

In the beginnings of time (as 1t was 
of old) no noiſe of oppreſſion allarm'd 
the Land, nor dreaded any man the 

K 4 {ence 
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lence of invaſion. Then it was thit | 
priviledges were as ſacred as Jife, and 
the whole Creation ſeenvd all in com- 
mon. Fans] fancy liv'd not in thoſe 
days when the infide was made legible 
and intelligible by the outſide. Modeſty 
and innocency were then alamode, and 
{ſimplicity with piety the neweſt dreſs. 
For Heaven was pleas'd then to dwell 
upon Earth,but Earth muſt now be rari- 
fied into Heaven. God then immediately 
converſt the Creature, as by Mediation 
Chriſt interceeds the Father. And were 
It not that Chriſt is our Saviour and 
Advocate, we ſhould be left without a 
Plea, and Sentence denounc'd beyond 
diſpute againſt us. But Chriſt is riſen, 
1n whom we hope to riſe; and loſt Aaam 
is reſtor'd by the Redeemer of the 
World : So that what Adam loft on the 
one hand in Paradiſe : Chriſt our Me- 
diator has redeemed on the other. 

Thus was the Beaſt and the Cattle 
made ; and thus every Creature made 
after its kind, knew no other Law than 


the Law of kind : for inſtin&t of kind 
was 
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was naturally inated and 1ngrafted in- 
ro all, asintoone : and if fo, it were 
impoſlible for the Creature to degene- 
rate, where a command as hitherto was 
never violated. Then 1t was that the 
Divinity of the Majeſty of God moft 
ſplended and gloriouſly ſhin'd on the 
Creation ; for how could it be otherwiſe 
when the beauty of the Creator like a 
new riſen Star reflected on theCreature- 

In Eaens fair Field no Brambles grew, 
nor was ſterility known 1n her borders : 
The Trees then lookt big becauſe bur- 
d'ned with Fruit, and their bluſhing 
heads bowed down themſelves to the 
courteous hand that endeavoured to 
reach them. The Earth knew nothing 
but fulneſs and plenty, fince every thing 
was ſupplied with prolifick Vertue ; 
and nouryh'd 1n it ſelf by the primar 
cauſe, Nature direfts the ends of Gez- 
mination. NoCankers norCaterpillars bred 
out of putrefaCtion, nor were Northern 
blaſts injurious to any thing ; nor was 
there any fatal ſtroke of Dzſeas, for eve- 
ry thing ſtood 1n its primitive purity E 

an 
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and Death was out-lawed, and Sin an 
Exile, or at lea{twiſe a rerrour un- 
known, or unthougzht of ; nordol err 
when to ſay at that time uncreated. 

O bleſſed Creation, becauſe God had 
bleſt it from the beaureous Ray and 
Beam of Himſelf. Whole radient 
Morning could ſcarce raiſe a biuſh be- 
fore 7 tan was ready to unvail his face. 
Whoſe pleaſures were boundie!s becauſe 
_ thenualimired, for exceſs and intempe- 
rance were ſtrangers in her: Courts. 
And whole Gardena fall froughr with 
Flowers and Aromzi's, flouriih'd with 
encreaſe ſince hitherto the Serpent had 
not tainted the Fruit. And the Earth 
of it ſelf brought forth in abundance, 
whoſe Womb was the Storehouſe, and 
Factory of Treaſures: Gold grew in 
Ophir as natureliy in thoſe davs, as Lead 
1s drawa up in the Peci of Derbyſhire. 
And Cattlz by kind were raiſed and en- 
creaſed, as putrefactive Excrements 
convert into inſects. But T ceaſe not to 
wonder ſince thy Works are ſo won- 
derful and to adinire thy ways becauſe 
lo miraculous. Thus 
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Thus Heaven and Earth were ſeem- 
ingly united ; and the Creation bend- 
ed no Knee to any Government, {ave 
that of its Soveraign Lord and Maker. 
Nor wasany thing made that knew any 
Lord, excepting the Lordof Heaven and 
Earth. Nor had the Creator as yet made 
man aKing or Vice-Roy of the Crea- 
tures in the Creation. All the. World all 
this while was but one Common-Weal, 
and the Tree of Life in the midſt of the 
Garden ; and nothing as hitherto that 
God had created, had taſted the bitter 
effects of Death. O bleſſed and ſacred 
Government upon Earth , when Go- 
verned by the Royal Law of Heaven ; 
which certainly had remained in that 
bleſſed State, \&or not Sin by conſent 
eclips't and defac'd it, almoſt to extin- 
ouiſh this beautiful Aurora. 

But let's tack about now, and begin 
to examine the genuine nature and com- 
plication of Animals ; together with 
the natural compoſition of Man, whom 
we find at this day complicated of Ele- 


ments; of all which he conſiſts if when 
to 
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to conſider his material parts. Andas 
Adam was abſtracted from the Womb 
of the great World; ſo was Wo- 
man her ſelf an abſtract from him : 
whoſe Soul as an 4/frum, or an Eſſence' 
Royal 1s no where to be found 1n the 
Texture of the Univerſe. Wherefore 
we have conſidered Adam ſuper-i 1tu- 
ral, whole Creation to me ſeems a {mall 
incarnation (as Montanns lays) as if 
God in this Work had multiplied Him- 
ſelf. And tho” Adams Original keep 
not time with the Creation ; however 
weare Children of Adams Generation. 

Buc the World becauſe daily fill'd 
with revolution ever ſince the fatal Act 
of Sinning ; and that every Man becauſe 
{ubject to Sin, and the {laviſh Law of 
his luſtful Appetite, becomes captivated 
by the man of Sin ; ſo yields himſelf cap- 
tive to the Priſons of Death : whoſe out- 
ward progreſſion 1s actually moved by 
Irregular motion of the deiires inward. 
But the Heavens we ſee, and the Ce- 
leſtial Incolits, how they never lince 


the Creation conſented to Sin : and as 
they 
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they were, ſo are they ſtill carried about 
with 2 rapid motion. The reaſon 
whereof mult neceſſarily ſpring from an 
internal cauſe, and intrin(ick, principle 
(ſince intelligences are ſo ambigious) 
and what is this principle if not the 
Soul of the World ; or the Univerſal 
Spirit God has pur into Nature, where- 
by as a Magzet it retains the matter ; 
which labouring to re-aſſume its former 
liberty, fr4mes to her ſ{clt a habitation 
in the Centre : and branching into the 
ſeveral Members of the Body makes 
more room to act, and beſtir her facul- 
tics. No wonder therefore that na- 
tures are compounded,lince nothing bur 
the Almighty 1s without compohtion. 

Nor is it the great or theleſſer World 
that which tranſmutes nutrition into 
blood ; but the active Spirit of Life, 
and tranſmutation is that which 1s 1n- 
deed the Life of the Body. Since ma- 
terial principles therefore are only ipaſ- 
five, and can neither alter, nor purifie 
the parts; we find them 1n a ſtate tobe 
altercd, and purified ; tho not to com- 

municate 
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 municate or diſpoſe themſelves to ano- 
ther ſubſtance beyond their native in- 
tention. Wherefore we have conlider- | 
+ed themaltogether finite, and therefore | 
have concluded them allodeterminate. | 
Now 1t this be a ſecret, you may call it 
ſo; but, astruth needs no voucher 1tsa 
{ubſtantial truth. Wherefore to con- 
clude this philoſophick Hypotheſis ; let 
us throw away if poſſible thoſe two 
celebrated crutches of pretended mo- 
dern ſanctity, and the ſolemnity of Ce- 
remony : and what reſults but prim1- 
tivepurity, which ſince the Creation has 
known no deformity. 

And God ſaid (inthe Text) let us now 
make Man ; in our own Image let us make 
him, and after onr likeneſs : and let them 
have dominien over the Fiſh in the Sea, 
the Fowl in the Air, (over the Cattle alſo) 
and over all the Farth; and over every 
creeping thing that creepeth p07 the 
Earth. By tis the Creation ſeem'd to 
want a Head, and leſs than a Prince 15s 
too little to govern it. Adam mult 
therefore bc 2 Univerſal Monarch, and 

{way 
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| {way the Throne, and rhe Regal Scep- 
tcr. And Adam muſt not only wear 
Heavens Livery ; but perſonate the King 
of Heaven himfſelt. Rere the Divineſt 
jecms 10 SUr:mons a Councel, ad God 
ſaid in himflf let ns now make Man, not 
like 10 any thing already made ; but let us 
male him in likeneſs like our ſelf ; in our 
own ſimilitude and likeneſs let us make 
him; ang enlarge hu Empire by f1VIAG 
him dominicn ovir all the Fiſh that {mim 
in the Sea, and over all the Fowl that fly - 
| za the Air, over the Cattle alſothat move © 
| on the Earth, ana over every living crea- 
| ture that creepeth and moveth ; the Wul- 
\ dome of God ſo divinely ordered. 
[This was a large and copious Com- 

miſſion that God 1ntruſted a ſingle Sub- 
| ject withal; yet ſuci was the good 0- 
| pinion the Creator had of the Creature, 
| that God intrults Adam with the Stock 
of the Creation, and all the Creatures, 
| and every complicated Being that was 
made, comprehended, and contained in 
| 1t, And Adam drew all his ſupplies from 


| above, ſince enricht with the Stock and 
the 
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miniſh his Authority. In the cool of 
the Everung he walked with God, and 
1n the heat of the day the Aquadu#s 
refreſht him. Aurora ſent him Sum- 
mons of . approach of Day : but rhe 
Night, nor was darkneſs dreadful to 
him. The Celeſtial Sun was his daily 
Tapour, and the Catalogue of Stars bis 
hourly Contemplation ; but the Son of 
God his perpetual Lamp. So that his 
outſide was bettered by his inſide, and 
becauſe richly adorned and divinely 
beautified, heſaw no darkneſs, nor the 
ſhadow of Death; whiles he ſtnod in 
chis innocent State of Perfection. 

For God in the Idea beholding a 


ſhape, or asI may ſo ſay a repreſentati- 


on of himſelf, became therewith 1na- 
mour'd ; and extreamly loving it, would 
cohabit with it : when immediately up- 


on the reſolution the operation enſued ; 


and then was thisgreat Image Tn 
tifu! 
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the Treaſures of Heaven ; nor convert | 
he with any inferiour Subject, nor any 
thing in any reſpect unſuitable to him- | 
ſelf; whereby he might 1ndignihie or di- | 
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/ tiful World (or rather the repreſenta- 


tive of his Maker) brought forth, and 
created. And God ſaid to himſelf (or 
the holy Word) increaſe 7z 7ncreaſing, 
ana multiply in multitudes. But to Man 


 oaly becauſe Lord of the Creation, I 


have endowed him with mind, and 
made him immortal. So that if hedie, 
the cauſe of death muſt neceſſarily 
procecd from excels. of the body, and 
inequallity of Elements ; and pray tell

- ne what death is? if not a cold Icy 


touch, ora diſmal darkneſs uf thecom- 

pounded moiſt nature, adhering only to 

the ſenlible World. 
Let no Man wonder therefore that 


' the light of God which illuminates the 


World IS unlike the Beam Or Ray of the 
Sun, that by reaſon of its fiery, and ex- 


| ceſltve brightneſs, immediately andat 
| once {trikes the eyewith blindneſs : but 
| rather to the contrary, Heavens brigh- 
' ter Glory never at any time dazles the 
| mind, ſince the mind is the Souls ingrel 
| fiveeye, that ſoars up aloft ro thoſe ele- 
rated Manſions, where that light ſhines 


that 
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that enlightneth every Man, already 
come, or tocome into the World: and 
is the beauty and glory of light, and 
our ſaving health, that influenceth, Utu- 
 minates, and beaurifieth the Creation ; 
and every Creature, and created Being. 
Bur Man aboveall, becauſe made a Mo- 
narch; and capable tO receive this bleſ- 
ſed influence proceeding from God, the 
Majeſty of Light, and ſuperexcellent 
brightneſs, that diehies the Soul whiles 
'yet in the Body: its he that's only 
bleſt to contemplate this divine beauty; 
and live up tothe Vertue of Piety, and 
Holineſs, So that Adamina tate of in- 
nocency repreſents (as 3/ontanus ſays) a 
Mortal God; and our Heavy Gs Re- 
deemer an immortal an, if when to 
conſider the bleſſed Incarnation. = 

And thus the things that are, were 
made manifeſt 1 intime; , but rhe things 
that arc, and not yer made manifeſt 
he hid, and conceald in the Divieſi 
himſelf; who is all things in all, yer 
ſubſiſts without them : manifeſt 'only 


in the mind of Man, but 1nvilible 
= 
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the World, and the vilible eye, except 
in the act of creating only. And as the 
cminency of all appearing beauties are 
in the Eſſence much more pure ſo great 
and greater is the diſproportion of beau- 
ty betwixt this of Earth and the Beauty 
of Heaven. All things therefore ſubject 
rt the Eye, repreſent to us only things 
{11>jeCt to fence t-'or more fully to ex- 
P.:10 1t, Viſible operation; whiles the 
Fabrick of the Body needs and requires 
roſe fimilar things that it cannot with 
conveniency live well without them. 
But the Beauty, and Majeſty of inviſible 


Beings, are inſpected only by 1ntelle- 
| Etual Converſe: ſince the Angels of 


God are made miniſtring Spirits; and 
the Spirit of God the Divine Comforter 
that leads us ſpiritually into the Viſion 
of Glory. | _ 
And Adam was the favourite God 
only converſt with, in whom the Divi- 
nity divinely ſhin'd, when our Proto- 


plaſt ſtood in a State of Innocency ; 


then it was that no impure thing could 
approach unto him, becauſe then in the 
L'3 favour 
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favour, and preſence of the Majeſty, our 
Progcenitor, in Paradiſe was admitted to: 
ſtand. For Adam was conſtituted with 
2 Divine Soul, like to the likeneſs of 
him that 'infus'd it « which was the 
likeneſs of God himſelf, whoſe glori- 
ous Aſpect: ſhin'd then on the Creature ; 
otherwiſe the Creatures had never con- 
_ tributed ſo great humility, and venera- 
tion to Adam; when, flocking about 
him as ſome ſacred thing, whereby to 
honour and give them protection : ſo 
that to what place Adam was pleaſed ro 
direct, his Life-guard of the Creatures 
continually went with him. 

But Adam too remiſs in this great 
concern, becomes negligent and care- 


leſs roexamine his affair, notwithſtand-1 


ing Emulation follows at the heels of 
' Proſperity 3 for can favourites be with- 
out the peoples frowns, tho? under the 
umbrage of their Princes {miles * No 
ſurely,the Hierarchy of relapſed Angels 
| Had an ambitious Emulation againſt his 
preſent State ; that 1f not counterplot- 
ed oy the Wildome of his Maker, they] 

con- 
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_ ©onſpire his ruine, and perpetual over- 
throw. For revenge againſt the WHll 
of God carries a kind of ſweetneſs with 
it ( /olamezx miſeris) and thus ſorrows 
ſeem to extenuate ſorrow, when 0+ 
thers as our ſelves arein a ſuffering ſtate. 
It is true that {dam was adorned with 
more inward Luſtre than the outward 
beauty of the whole Creation. For in 
his Temple the bodily Fabrick, the Ho- 
ly of Holies 1nhabited therein. For it 
15 the refidence of the Divinelſt himſelf, 
in whom alone dwells the Beauty of 
Holineſs. Let us ſtand in this ſtation, 
we ſhall ſee our Salvarion.: for he that 
made us, knows how to deliver us. 
Then fhall we find a holy Guide to direct 
us the Tracts.to the Paradice of God. 
The Soul therefore whiles yet 1n the 
Body, repreſents a CandleconceaPd ina 
Lanthorn; or a glance of Fire in a 
manaer ſtifled, when becauſe wanting 
the benefit of Air. Who inextremuty 
{trugles with her Elemental Chains, yet 
ſpans the World with a ſingle thought ; 
and enjoys that inwardly {he's diſqufſt 
LY of 
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of outwardly: that in a moment flies 
to the uttermoſt parts of the Earth, and 
what ever is abſent ſhe at once makes 
preſent ; and dead things by imagina- 
tion ſhe reſtores to life : nothing Can 
conceal or hide any thing from her, 
who 1n an inftant{urmounts the Stars. 

Thus Adarz by his Maker was made a 
Monarch, and one of the.Creators holy 
Senators; who read LeEtures in the 
Heavens, the Almightizs Common- 
place-book ; and conducted the Crea- 
tures created in the Cr Cation : to whom 
God gave Voice, and the ornament of 
Speech, but above all che glorious 1n- 
tellect of Mind ; which Angell ical State 
our Protoplalt ſtood im 16 long as he 
ſtood in oppolition to $in : which gitt 
was ungiven -to the reit of the Creati- 
on; yet none of them denied the bene- 
fir of Sence, lapt up only in this thin 
Tifteny Web of Mortality ; for Sin 1s 
but a bull & of emptineſs, and impiety ; 
that like a Pageant does nothing it ſelf, 
but hirders others from doing good ; 
{ducing by the luſt and pleaſures of the 


Body, 
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Body, whiles the Soul 1s meerly ſtarv'd 
with penury. 
Innocency was then the belt guard 
of our Anceſtor, when he ſtood 1n the 
preſence of his God in ſimplicity ; for 
the more pure that any thing is, the 
more ſublime 1s that thing allo. Where- 
tore we conlider Adam 1n an Angelical 
State, when cloathed with Piety, and 
adorned with Purity ; then he ſtood his 
ground like a Heavenly Champion, for 
God had made his Earth Celeſttal. 
This anſwers ſomething to the Doctrine 
of Hermes, that God inhabits in the 
{ind of Man; the Mind in the Soul, and 
the Soul in the Body : and that he is all 
things in All, both AEt and Power ; 
for heis God. From the matter there- 
fore the ſubtileſt part is Air ; of the 
Air the Soul; of the Soul Mind ; of 
the Mind God. And the Soul of Eter- 
nity 1s God himſelf; but the Soul of the 
World is Eternity ; and Heaven as he 
faith is the Soul of the Earth; So that 
nothing, nor part is deficient of Soul ; 


nor 15 the Soul deficient of God.

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Thus 1n innocency and fimplicity ou 
Protoplaſt ſtood, in this Divine poſture * 
without ſenſual guards, when his Ma- 
ker ſelected him a repreſentative at the * 
great Aſſembly of the bleſſed Creation ; | 
where all the Creatures were convoca- * 
ted together. Then 1t was that Adam 
like a Mageſtrate ; anda Legillator (for 
ſuch then he was) gave forth his Edits 
unto all the Creatures his natural Sub- 
jects. The Golden Rule was kept then | 
amongſt them, when every one did ju- + 
ſtice by kind ; and nor that the dread of 
puniſhment compelid them. For the 
Ray of Juſtice was ſo generally diſtri- 
buted, that 1t naturally 1hined 1a every 
10dividual. - 

The Farth in thoſe days was un- 
burdned with Tillage, nor do we read | 
it was wounded with Culture: the | 
Creatures in the Creation liv'd purely | 
by inſtinct ; not making their Bodies | 
Sepulchres to bury dead Carcaſles 1n. 
There was no Temple in thoſe days to 
prophane ; but now we have Temples, 
1 Nor want we Prophaners. Toe: 

55S 
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let's confider the glorious Work of the 
Creation, that by the hand of God was 
no ſooner made, but by the will of Man 
was endeavoured to be unmade. Crea- 
tion 1s not therefore Generation, nor 
have we conſidered Generation is Life, 
but by way of alluſion it may be called 
ſence. Nor is Change Death, though 
commonly ſo afletted ; but rather a for- 
getfulneſs, or obliteration of Elements 
Generation therefore -15 improperly cal- 
led a Creation ; butrather a produCti- 
on of things only to ſence, 1n time 
made manifeſt : nor 1s Change Death, 
but an occultation or hiding of that, that 
in it ſelf ſeemed once tolive. 

Here methinks I ſec both Sexes 1n our 
Anceſtor ſhine through the luſtre and 
beauty of Adam ; tor Male and Female 
God created them, ſo that both Sexes 
11v*'d under one Species; and Aaam 1n 
appearance was then Hermaphrodite, 
becauſe haviag both Natures and S1mi- 
lIitudesin himſelf. And whatever Adam 
liſted ſhould then be done, was accom- 


pliihed before the deſire could grow 1n- 
to 
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toact : in ſo great ſubjection was every | 
thing to him, that obedience was held 
more Sacred than Sacrifice, All the 
Beaſts in the Field came to him for ' 
Names, fo did the Fiſh, and the Fowl of : 
Heaven; and whatever he called them, ' 
that was their Name. God gave him | 
Wildome,and he wiſely improv'd it; till | 
the Tempter by a temptation leudly de- | 
UH prav'd him: ſo that whiles he ſteer'd | 
pl both Sexes in one bottome, his ſucceſs * 
in every thing was more than miracyu- |, 
Tous ; but to Pilot the Helm of two di- 
ſtint Veſſels, and both at once in a 
ſtorm under Sail ; ſurpaſſes the skill and 
methods of Navigation. 
And God bleſſed them with bleſſings | 
in bidding them be fruitful ; which blet- | 
ſing was doubled by multiplication : this | 
was a roken of Love to the Creation, 
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of when God daily renewed his bleſſings 
Wh upon the Creature. For the. blefhng | 
bt upon Aa was by divine appointment {/ 


transferred to ſucceſſion upon Adam's 
Generai1ion : which afterwards in time 
erverted tairough corruption, by a 
paſlive 
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paſſive neglect in Adams Poſterity. 
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Now as every good thing 1s the Gift 
of God, and ſince whatever God gives 
1s Certainly good ; the Fruit of Para- 
dice could be no otherwiſe than good, 


' becauſe the Gift of God that gave it:and 


the Fiſh in the Sea, and the Fowl in. 
theAir which God gave unto Adam,were 
ſupreamly good.. So that every thing 


' 1nthe Creation, and created being, had 
| the tinCQture and ſweetneſs proceeding 


: from God ; who through Wiſdome or-

dain'd it, and by Providence maintains 
it; the conſequence therefore muſt 
needs be good. Yet aboveall the bleſ- 
ſings that ever God gave us, was 1n giv- 
ing unto us himſelf in his Son ; the glo- 
rious Myſtery, and Revelation of God ;

for nothing could ſorrow, nor any thing, 
grieve; in as much as there was no, 
real cauſe of ſuffering : Nor could any, 
thing languiſh, nor be ſenſible of ſmart z-

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becauſe as hitherto pain was uncreated. 


Fear was athing altogether unexperi- 
mented, and Death andthe Grave ſuch 
eminent ſtrangers, as never to be ap- 
prehended. 'What a pure State the 
Creation then ſtood in, worthy our con- 
templation, and the admitation of all

| ſelf in giving us his Son; that wliofo- - 


ever believed and perſevered: 1n him,

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ſhould never die, but have Life ever- 
laſting. | 

Thus God made the World to pro- 
trude, and vegetate; and becauſe ir 
ſhould conceive, and daily bring forth ; 
he placed an appetite, and an immortal 
Soul therein; and-hIPd it as Hermes 
ſays, with Divine imagination ; ſo that 


| the Sun, and Celeftiats fell in Love 


with the Harmony ; and becauſe it was 
beauriful;, they married with it: and 
this'great Solemnity. was Celebrated at 
firſt,' when God laid his Ordinance of 
Multiplication upon it. ' Which Divine 
Inſtiturion has been punCtually obſerv- 
ed, :and kept 1inviolable ever fince the 
beginning; and will undoubtedly ſo 
long. remain, and fo long continue, 
till Generation and Time ſhall be no 
more. 

And now the Deeps began to break 
up, when the Rivers and Rivulets 
with murmuring Streams ſilently 1n- 
vaded the florid Plains. The Moun- 
tains, and the Hills alſo look'd Dig 
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with Flocks, whiles the Valleys and 
Savannas, with the fragrant Mea- 
dows were abundantly crowded with 
Herds of Cattle. All the Birds in 
the Air now turn'd Serenades; and 
every Flower, and flouriſhing Bloſ- 
ſom perfum'd the Air with delicious.

was made, and by wiſdome created ; 
that,thing beyond diſpute, was moſt

Adam was invited to. this great- 
 Solemnity, which was then of. it {elf 
but one {ingle Family :'-ngr' had he. 


any compeer, nor was there. any to 
controul him except the Divineſt, 
that great Oracle of Heaven that 
breath'd Life into, him. And every 
Act that Adam made, was regiſtred 
by the Creatures in this bleſſed Crea- 
tion; and moſt facredly and 1nviola- 
bly kept in Paradice, till Sin, and 
Impiety

Impiety ſpoiPd his Principallity : And 
then it was this great Parliament 
broke up, '.and the Members diſcon- 
rented began ro withdraw; fo by 
degrees retuſed his Protection : And 
Adam conſidering himſelt neglected, 
and uncapable any longer to main- 
tain his Prerogative ; folicits new fa- 
vourites, but they forfook him, 
or rahter | Adam forſook” himſelf, 
but did not know it; for Sin had fo 
ſtrangely . disfigured and diſpuiled 
him; that none of his 'Subjects could 
remember 'to know him, or think, 
or believe him their narural Prince; 
ſuſpeQing him rather ones 00 
Invader, previoully infinuated to 'di- 
veſt ther of Community ; and: ſup- 
plant them of thoſe ſupernatant Pti- 
viledges, granted them in the begin- 
ring from their Soveraign Donor. So 
that the ' Creatures at once . deſert 
him, and not him only, but his 
Governmeat alſo; which Took'd 
but. little now, when formerly ſo 


great, that all the Creatures in the 
Crea-

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Creation paid. ervillity unto him. 
Thus 4dam amaz'd to find him- 
Felt forſaken, makes a League with 
the Elements to reinforce his Authori- 
ty; bur they when examin'd could 
not cement the breach, nor in whole 
nor in part re: eſtabliſh enthrone, 
and eternize his zrandure ; . becauſe 
having ends, and periods of . their 
own : he therefore complies to 
walk the ſhades of Death ;. and 
Deaths fri jd PALS and cold Icy 
touch no ſooner approaches, but in- 
' Vades the Elements, ſo lets. the com- 
pound crumble into duſt ; which is 
the ultimate period of all Elementary 
mixts that ever was, that at preſent 
is, or ever ſhall be in the progreſs of 
| time. 
"Thus the Heaven and the Earth 
were finiſhed, - and all the Hoſt of 
them. ; and on the ſeventh aay God 
ended his Work , the Work which he 
had made; and reſted on the ſeventh 
ary from all his Wark which he had 


made ; ana bleſſed, and ſanitified it.

So that now the great Work of the 
great Creator, was by the word Fat 
determined, and finiſhed ; when the 
beauteous Earth moſt ſumptuouily a- 
dorned with Celeſtial Ornaments, like 
the Queen of Honour came ſplendidly 
forth with Virgin purity to celebrate 
her Eſpouſals; whoſe Bride-maids 
were Nature, and the Celeſtial Incho- 
liſts: but the Spectators, and Relatt- 
ons were the various ſorts of Ant- 
mals ; together with the multiform 
generation of individuals, that with 
general applauſe, and unanimous con- 
ſent, gave an approbation ſuitable to 
the preſent occaſion. me rR 

Here might be ſeen all the Beaſts in 
the Forreſt, hand in hand as it were 
coupled together (if not improper to 
lay ſo) and ranging themſelves into 
an excellent order, came forth to illu- 
ſtrate this great Solemnity. And here 
alſo all the Fiſh that ſwam in the O- 
cean, embodied themſelves asif they 
were but one Fin ; and with the Fowl 
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of the Air, ſo exaatly moved; and | 
with ſuch a reſerv*dneſs ſo equal was | 
their order; as if all of them had | 
but one ſingle Wing to accilerate, 
and celeritate ' their admirable mo- 
tiOn. 
In this excellent poſture all the 
Creation ſtood , when attending the 
approach of this admirable Union. 
At length the Sun appears, her amia- 
ble beloved; who came cloathed 
with Luſtre, and exceſſive Beauty ; 
and all the Hoſt of Heaven his illu- 
ftrious Convoy : Whoſe Harmony 
was the Spheres; and every thing 
that had Life exirted it ſelf to move 
by meaſure; as if all the Creation 
by gradual motion , with a relerv'd 
gravity mov'd the Orbs at once. 
_ Thus the Creation was compleatly | 
finithed ;: and Heaven and Earth bce- 
caine Husband and Wife; and God 
himſelf Divinely blefting them , bid | 
them g9 forth, encreaſe and mul- | 


#1ply. 
And 
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And on the Seventh Day when 
God had ended his Work ; He con- 
ſtituted -a; Sabbaoth, or a day of Reft, 
exempt from Labour, and other Ser- 
vilities : but upon the Elements were 
no ſuch. impoſition , nor were they 
under any breach of Command, as 
legibly conſtrued by this Divine In. 
junQtion. Read Rabbi Moſes in Sa- 
cred Writ, and you'l find 1t extends 
to Man, and Beaſt only; if when to 
conſider the Mincrity of Time, with 
the Earths inhabitants that knew no 
Servility ; bur Agriculture, and Graz- 
ing. Wherefore to look back on 
the Nativity of Afﬀairs, you'l meer 
Cain, and Abel intrencht in this toll ; 
when as the reſidue of the Creation 
knew no Limitation : but ſtood 1n- 
tirely as hitherto unconcern'd ; as if 
all days were but one day , or the 
Almigty*s great Holy-Day ; wherein 
every Creature, nay all the Creation 
with humility rejoyced , and with 
elevated Praiſes expreſt their thank- 
tulneſsto the great Creator. It 
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It was then by Proclamation, and 

a Royal Command from Heaven, that 
Man and Beaſt only ſhould Reſt from 
Labour. For did not the Sun continue 

his courſe, and all the Stars move in 

their proper ſtation. Did not the Orbs, 

the Elements, and the Heavens turn 

round with a Rapid Motion then as 
now ; and were they not then, as 

they now are1n a perpetual, and Cir- 

cular Rotation. Did the Tides ſeem 

to ſtop their natural Flux, or the 

fullen Waves lay down their briniſh 

Heads. Had the Fountains no iſſue, 

did' the Winds ceaſe ro hover in 

the ambient Air, and grow remiſs 

in tranſporting embodied Clouds. 

Did the Pulſe of the great World 

neglect to beat, Sea-Monſters to roar, 

Hurecanes to 1nvade, Earth, Hall, 

and Rain, Thunder and Lightning, 

did they aſſociate together, and pro- 

clame a Sabbaoth, or a Univerſal Cel- 

fation. None of theſe things we 

read of hapacd {ince the Creation F 

. an

| arid what's the reaſon? God in his 
| Wiſdom governs rhe Creation, bur: 
| unreaſonable Man was ro Pilot the 
Creature. We therefore conſider that 
| this moſt ſacred Ordinance relates 
| more peculiarly to Man, and Beaſt; 
and that the reſidue of the Crea-. 
| tures in this ftupendious Creation. 
ſtand 1ntirely exempted, and acquitted . 
| from 1t. 2 
| And God blefled the Seventh Day 
Jas a Day of SanCtity , who cdbodgt 
Wiſdome and Providence divinely 
| hallowed it; which to conſider, 1s a 
[manifeſt Proof to confirm the excel- 
tlency of a Sabbaoth unto us. For 
[God by Ordination appointed ſix _ 
tor Labour ; but the Seventh he ſet 
tapart for Man and Beaſt to Reſt in. 
[The Mind and the Body therefore 
deem under different exerciſes, by 
which I conclude ought to have dit- 
ferent entertainments; the laſt if we 
conſider folicites temporals, but the 
r{t1f well obſerved ſhe contemplates 
| — | N Eter- 
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Eternals : Where note the one re- 
lates to our preſent State, but the o- 
ther if I a 27 not to our future 
Felicity ; wherever therefore the trea- 
{ure 1s, the deſire of the Soul will alſo 
be there. 

' But Heaven contents it ſelf with a 
{mall allowance: 1s one day in Seven 
ſuch a great exattion ? What a ſlen- 
der Service 1s required of us Mortals 
for ſo great kindneſs from ſo good a 
God ; how ſhall, or dare we detraCt 
| from our ſelves, whereby to violate 
the Commands of Him that ſoſweet- 
ly by his Wiſdome puts a Divine 
force upon us: and becauſe unwillin 
to do our ſelves good , the Divineſt 
| 15 pleaſed to do good unto us. Ir's 
true at the beſt we are but formal Pe- 
nitents, that ſlaſh our own ſides to 
raiſe a pity in others; ſo wounding 
our ſelves make the SpeCtators cry. 
O where's the Viſion of Piety , and 
the Mediums of Charity; when to 
run andembrace a veneal Polution, as 


if 


if ſo ſweet and luſcious were the ſence 
of Sin, that we*l chooſe to die, rather 
than live without it : ſo ſacrifice our 
ſelves tothe fury of Flames, fancying 
| thereby we burnthe World, when as 
mdeed, we but ſcorch our ſelves in the 
| fiery Trial of a ſelf-wil! Devotion. 
' And God reſted from his Work of 
| finiſhing the Creation, which he made, 
| and adorn'd for the good of the Crea- 
ture; which points out to us the Alpha 
| and Omega, the beginnings of Time, 

and the end of the Creature. For 
when to ſay the Creator reſted, it 1m- 
| Plies that Nature began then to Ope- 
| perate; after the Divineſt had pur 
| bounds and periods to every Creature, 
| and created Being. To the Stars, 
| and Conſtellations; ſo to Elements, 
and Principles ; the Sea exceeds not 
| her natural Courſe, nor does her ſwel- 
| lingFlux prevail. Nor the Juminous 
Sun tho' incircling the Heaven with a 
| rapid Motion, what does he more than 
| 1luſtrate, vegerate, and illuminate the 
| WM 2 Uni- 
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"> Univerſe: and the Stars which by 
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- Wildome he made to ſhine, what do 
they but inſpire, and influence the 
Earth? And did not he alſo impreg- 
nate the Air, with the conceal'd trea- 
ſures of Rain, and Hail? whereby 
the Earth as the Air 1s illV'd with Life, 
conſequently the Ocean, as the Earth 
with Vegetation. What can 1 ſay 
more ? Nor indeed offer leſs; where- 
ever therefore God 1s {aid to be, of 
neceſſity Heaven muſt alſo be there : 
And the Apoſtle tells us, God is All in 
All, and the fulneſs of all dwells abun- 
aantly in him ;, to whom for ever be e- 


verlaſting Praiſes. Amen. 
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
